| I am very ſenſible that my Stile is not

Care to polith it. I ſhall be ſufficiently ſa- 
tisfied, if what I write be intelligible, and if 
my Matter be thought worth attending to. 
In a Word, I ſhall be contented if this Trea- 
tiſe does but in ſome Meaſure deſerve the 
Character which Mr. Budgell gives of the 
Writings of the Honourable Robert Boyle, 
Eſq; in his moſt excellent Memoirs of the, 
Family of the Boyles. Mr. Budgell, who 
ſeems to inherit the Genius of his near 
Relation, the great Mr. Addiſon, ſpeaks of 
Mr. Boyle's Stile in the following Words:

Ir a Gentleman, who is ſo perfect a Maſter 
of every Sort of Stile himſelf, (for though I 
cannot paint, yet I pretend to know a good 
Picture) prefers ſalid Matter to a Flouriſh 
of Words, I hope none of my Readers will 
pretend to be more ſqueamith. - 

IT is eſſentially neceſſary in the Cure of 
Diſeaſes, to be throughly acquainted with 
the Nature of them : Without this Know- 
ledge, no Good is to be done. On the con- 
trary, much Harm may probably enſue, from 
the Phyſician's miſtaking the Patient's Caſe ; 
which in fome Perſons is cafily diſcovered, 
in others very difficult to underſtand.

Tuts, I apprehend, proceeds from the 
Affinity and Reſemblance there is between 
different Diſeaſes; which, though often at- 
tended with the ſame Symptoms, yet pro- 
ceed from different Cauſes, and conſequently 
require various Methods of Cure: For which 
Reaſon the Phyſician ſhould be very cauti- 
ous in preſcribing, till he has fully examined 
the Symptoms of the Diſeaſe, compared them 
with the ſeveral Anſwers of the Patient, and 
till he has juſt Reaſons to think he nnder- 
ſtands the Nature of the Diſtemper. 

CoMPLICATED Caſes are moſt difficult; 
neither is it pofſible to determine any Thing 
of them before they happen, by reaſon of 
their various Degrees, and uncertain Combi- 
nations, 

In theſe Cafes, fo very hard to be adjuſ- 
ted, it may be pardonable for a Phyſician to 
err a little; but in ſimple Diſeaſes, the Miſ- 
take admits of no Excuſe. 

To go no farther than « Drophy, — 7 
have attended ſome Perſons in this Diſtem- 
per, where it has taken very deep Root. 


blown up like Bladders ; yet ſome of theſe

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in order, as was faid, to relieye their Short- 
neſs of Breath ; whereas Shortneſs of Breath 
is not always an Indication for Bleeding. 

THERE are three Cauſes of a Dyſpn@a, or 
Shortneſs of Breath; Inflammation, Convul- 
ſion, and Plenitude ; Bleeding in Convul- 
ſions, if it has not been, ought to be explo- 
ded ; and in Fulneſs, occahoned by Drop- 
lies, it is pernicious to the laſt Degree. 

I sHALL make no Scruple to affirm, That 
Shortneſs of Breath, though it be what we 
term Actio Læſa, makes no Diſtemper, with- 
out ſome other bad Symptoms attending it ; 
it it did, a Man who runs, or uſes any vio- 
lent Exerciſe, cauſing Shortneſs of Breathing, 
might be faid to be diſtemper'd. 

NEITHER, in other Caſes, is Shortneſs of 
Breath to be looked on as any Thing but the 
Effect of ſome Diſeaſe cauſing great Weak- 
neſs, which on the leaſt Motion is followed 
with Difficulty of Breathing. 

Ir may ſeem ſtrange that this Diſeaſe, 
viz. a Dropſy, ſhould be fo groſly miſtaken ; 
when the Condition of a Woman, near the 
Time of her Delivery, is not more apparent 
to the Eye, than that of an hydropical Per- 
ſon. However, this ſhews what great Rea-

ſons there are to ſet the Symptoms of Diſ- 
eaſes in as clear a Light as poſſible. 

I SHALt, in the Proſecution of this Sub- 
ject, take Notice, in a very brief Manner, of 
the Fluids in human Bodies; a Point very 
| neceſſary to be underſtood, becauſe they are 
the Seat of all Diſtempers ; whereas the ſolid 
Parts are only paſſive. Little, that I 
can find, has been faid of this Matter, though 
the right Underſtanding of it is of ſo great 
Uſe in the Art of Healing. 

IxsTEAD of giving us tuch neceſſary Pre- 
liminaries, many lay the whole Streſs of cu- 
ring Diſcaſes upon the Number of their Re- 
ceipts, ſtuffing their Books with long and 
tedious Preſcriptions ; which is little better 
than teaching us how to cure People, before 
we know the Nature of their Diſtemper. 

Tu1s brings to my Mind a Saying of that 
good and truly honeſt Man Dr. Sydenham : 
Medice Artis pompa & dignitas non 
tam fermularum Concinnitate & Elegantid, 
guam morborum Curatione cernitur. 

Tux late famous Dr. Ratchff was of Opi- 
nion, T hat it was egpedient for young Gen- 
tlemen, entering upon our Profeſſion, to tra- 
vel; and that ſuch as purſued their Studies 

— 
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at Home, could not (allowing they have had 
the Advantages of an Academical Education) 
improve themſelves equally with thoſe that 
ſpend many Years Abroad, and make good 
Uſe of their Time. ——This was his Reaſon 
for ſettling Annual Penſions upon ſome young 
Phyſicians, that they might be in a Capacity 
to travel. 

PERHAPS he had done better, if he had 
obliged thoſe Gentlemen to practice Phyſick, 
at leaſt ten Years, before their ſetting out for 
foreign Parts: They would then have been 
much more capable of making ſuch Obſerva- 
tions, as might be of ſingular Uſe to them ; 
and 'tis further my Opinion, that if he had 
ordered them to viſit the moſt inte 


Climates, where all acute Diſeaſes are the 


molt violent, they would have returned 
Maſters of greater Knowledge and Expe- 
rience, than they can ever acquire by only 


paſſing through the moſt healthy Parts of 


Europe, which ſeems more like travelling for 
the ſake of their own Health, than that of 
other People. 

Ir Travelling be neceſſary to make an ac- 


compliſhed Phyſician, I am very ſure that I 
B 4 have 
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nave travelled more than all the Phyficians 
Bp in Great Britain put together. 
| Bur I am going a little out of my Way, 
| and ſhall therefore return to what I at firſt 
propoſed ; wherein, if I fall ſhort, I hall 
yet pleaſe myſelf in my finccre Deſign of 
being beneficial to Mankind, All I defire 
of thoſe who find fault with my Performance, 
is, to produce a better in its Room. 

In the Account I give of Diſcaſes, I 
ſhall endeavour to be as ſhort and intelli- 
gible as pofſible The uſual and gene- 
ral Diviſien of Diſtempers, is into Chronical 
and Acute, and each Branch of them is ſub- 
divided into many particular ones. The 
moſt common I hope to deſcribe in fo plain 
2 manner, that even the Patient himſelf 
ſhall be able to give a proper Name to his 
Diſeaſe. | | 

To begin then with the Chronical·— 
Which as they are the moſt difficult to be 
remedied, fo are they many Times equally 

difficult to be known. Of theſe the moſt 
common, and moſt painful (though, I think, 
not the hardeſt to be cured) is the Gout.

HIS has various Names, according 

to the Parts affected: Tis term'd 
Podagra when in the Foot, Chiragra when 
in the Hand, Gonegra when in the Knee, 
Sciatica when in the Hip. 

TIs ſtrange to fee how often Phyſicians 
call this Diſtemper a Rheumatiſm, and a 
Rheumatiſm the Gout, The Difference 
between them will plainly appear from the 
Deſcription I ſhall give of theſe two Diſtem- 
pers. 


Or the ſeveral Names above ſet down, a 


| regular Gout may moſt properly be term'd 


P:dagra, becauſe it begins in the firſt Joint 
of the great Toe, and that uſually about 
Midnight ; where, after it has rack'd the Pa- 
tient forty-eight Hours with a violent fix'd 
Pain, a ſmall Tumeur begins to appear, in- 
creaſing gradually ; after that, an Inflamma- 
tion, and then the Violence of the Pain 

abates. 
Tus firſt Fit may laſt a Fortnight, or three 
Weeks ; but a great Weakneſs and Tender- 
neſs

neſs in the Part afflicted, remains much 
longer. | 

Tre Patient may feel no more of this 
Diſeaſe for two or three Years, or at ſooneſt 
a Twelvemonth : But what adds much to 
the Misfortune of this Diſtemper, is, That 
every Fit becomes more painful, and the Pa- 
roxiſms more frequent and laſting. 

THe gouty Matter increaſing, riſes to the 
Ancles and Knees, which, as was ſaid before, 
{well with Inflammation: This Degree of 
the Diſtemper, by ſome Authors, is called 
Morbus Articulgris, and is always attended 
with a ſymptumatical Fever; for as the 
Pains wear off, the Fever abates. 

THrus it takes its Progreſs, increaſing by 

Degrees, till the poor Patient is lacerated, and 
torn ta Pieces; Chalk-Stones working out of 
the Joints, attended with other melancholy 
Circumſtances. 
; IT muſt be obſerved, towards the latter 
End of this Diſeaſe, when the Fluids are al- 
moſt wholly changed into gouty Matter, the 
Fits are not ſo regular, nor the Pains fo vio- 
lent ; but then the Patient is ſeldom free from 
them. |

PuySICIANS have been much miſtaken 
about the Cauſe of this Diſtemper: That it 
is Matter, appears from the Tumours and In- 
flammation that attend it; but the Difficulty 


lies to find out the Nature of this Matter. 
———- ] ſhall venture to affirm tis an Alkali: 


That the Chalk-Stones that work out of the 
Joints are ſuch, appears from the Fermenta- 
tion occaſioned by Acids, which in ſmall 
Quantities cauſe Pains in gouty Perſons : 
Theſe Pains proceed from the Acids meeting 
with a contrary Quality, whereby a preterna- 
tural Fermentation is raiſed in the diſtem- 
pered Part; and this creates a Heat and Burn- 
ing, the Heat being an Effect of that Fer- 
mentation or Motion, according to the Learn- 
ed Dr. Willis, whoſe Treatiſe of Fermen- 
tation I prefer to his. other Works : If I 
miſtake not, he gives this Definition of it, 
viz. * Motus Inteſlinus ad fer fectianem 
* alicujſus Corporis, vel ad Internectonem 
* ejuſdem.” 

THERE have been ſo many unſucceſsful 
Attempts made to maſter this Diſeaſe, that 
Patients have very little Faith left, and (as 
they commonly ſay) have no Hopes from any 
Thing but Patience and warm Flannel: But 

with 
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with Submiſſion, keeping the Part warm is 
wrong, becauſe tis proprium Caloris attra- 
lere; and does, beyond doubt, attract gouty 
Matter to the Parts. 

NoTwiTHSTANDING the many fruitleſs 
Attempts that have been made to cure this 
miſerable Diſtemper, Providence has in this, 
as well as in all other Diſeaſes, left Means 
for our Recovery, which in many Inſtances 
I am able to make appear. I ſhall refer to 
one, where the Curious may be ſatisfied : The 
Coachman of the Right Honourable the 
Lord Viſcount Se. Jahn had a long and 
tedious Fit of the Gout, and was hardly 
able to ſtir without Crutches : I gave him 
a very plesſant eaſy Sudorific ; which had 
its defired Effect: — Inſomuch that the Day 
following, he walked from Albemarlie-ftlreet 
to Cecil-ftreet, to give me Thanks. He 
came to me without the Help of a Stick, 
and with ftrait Shoes on : The Swelling was 
entirely gone : He affirmed that he was ne- 
ver better in his Life ; and that he was able 
to walk from one End of the Town to the 
other. 

THr1s Perſon has never had any Return 
fince, though he was much afflicted with it 

many 
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many Years before; — It may be aſked, 
Will he never have it again? The fame 
Queſtion may be aſked of any Fever, (ex- 
cept ſome few with Eruptions) for many 
Perſons are very ſubject to Fevers every 
Spring; yet I preſume no Body will ſay a 
Patient was not cured of a Fever he had 
many Years fince, though he ſhould hap- 
pen to have a Fever again this Year. 

IT will, I hope, at leaft be granted, That 
ſuch long Intervals add much to the Com- 
fort of Life; and I am confident there is no 


Body can have the Gout to that Degree, 


but that there may be a Rebate given to his 
Pains. He may find great Relief without 
Opiates, or painful Remedies, which- I am 
a Stranger to, and very much diſlike.

* a Spoon till they have done flaming.—

«* ſeventy Grains in a Glaſs of White-Wine 
* Poſlet, going to Bed. — Covering up

In two or three Hours, at fartheſt, the Pa- 
tient will be perfectly free from Pain ; and 
though before not able to put one Foot to 
the Ground, 'tis very much if he cannot walk 
the next Day. When it is taken, keep your 
Bed till next Day Noon. This Remedy may 
be taken once a Week, or once a Month. 

MrnsycurT's Elixir of Vitriol taken often 
in large Quantities, moſt certainly deſtroys 
gouty Matter; yet for ſome Time it may 
cauſe Pain ; but taken in its due Latitude, if 
Water 
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Water will quench Fire it muſt in the End 
have its defired Effects. | 

IT has been objected to one Part of my 
Book, That I have à great Diſlike to Oprates ; 
and yet, that in the Preſcription immedi- 
ately following, I have ſet down an Opiate. 
Some Apothecaries have defired their Pa- 
tients to make their Wills, and ſettle their 
Affairs, before they venture upon ſo large a 
Noſe as I have recommended, which is from 
Forty to Seventy Grains. As monſtrous as 
they may repreſent this, I can produce un- 
deniable Proofs, where a Patient of mine has 
taken no leſs a Quantity than an Hundred 
Grains, and yet has appear'd abroad the next 
D 

Tunis Notion of theirs proceeds entirely 
from their Ignorance, and from the Want of 
knowing the Nature of thoſe Ingredients 
that are mix'd up with it, for they naturally 
weaken the Power of the Opium. 

I wovuLD not have the Reader imagine, 
that I am an Enemy to Opiates ; I only look 
upon a conſtant and uninterrupted Uſe of 
them to be pernicious As I cannot fail of 
having the greateſt Veneration for the Me- 
mory of my old Maſter Dr. Sydenhem, I of-

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Ons Mr. Owen, a Pembrokeſhire Gen- 
tleman, came to give me Thanks for the Be- 
nefit he had received from reading my Book ;

HERE are three Sorts of Dropſies, 
the moſt common and moſt fatal, is 
the Aſcites. This Diſtemper is often many

can be made. One or two Inſtances may 

make this clear. 

Mr. WIILIA STAUNTON, of Hampton, 

near Hampton-Court, formerly a Chancery 

Clerk of Furnival a- Inn, was for Twenty 

Years afflicted with a violent Aſthma : He 

had many Phyſicians, but found no Help: 

At laſt he had that Species of the Dropfy 

which I am going to deſcribe. His Diſtem- 

per reduced him to that Weakneſs, and made 

him ſo corpulent and unweildy, that he was 

not able to turn in his Bed, nor lie but on 

one Side, inſomuch that the Fleſh was worn 

| off the Hip and Shoulder: It was expected a 
| Mortification would enſue. — In this. Con- 
dition 
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dition Mrs. Staunton aſk d, If I conceiv'd any 
Hopes of him? I anſwer'd, There was but 
little Room for Hope ; yet if the pleaſed to 
try the Force of the Medicine I ſhould pre- 
feribe, ſhe might be aſſured there was no 
Danger in it. 

He took it every Night and Morkiog, as I 
uſually give it.— He has told me ſince, that 
it conſtantly brought away from a Gallon to 
five Quarts of Water. — Taking this daily, 
it muſt be ſuppoſed he was ſoon freed from 
his Waters. 

He has been clear of his Aſthma ever 
fince, and enjoys a better State of Health 
than he has done for twenty Years paſt. 
This was in the fixty-ſeventh Year of his 
Age ; yet he has at preſent as florid a Com- 
plexion as any Man of twenty. 

I coxcLvDs, that he had a Collection of 
Waters in his Breaſt, which cauſed the 
Aſthma. 

F nap another Patient, who had a White 
Swelling, as the Sargeon calls it, in both 
Knees. He came to Town, and applied 
himſelf to Mr. Becheer; who, like an honeft 
Man, did lietle to him, but adviſed him to go 
to the Bath ; which he did for near twenty 

9 | Years, 
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Years, as the Gentleman told me: But in 
the End this appear'd to be an Aſcites. I 
was called to him; and upon purging off the 
Waters, thoſe White Swellings totally diſap- 
peared, He told me, he had not had ſo good a 
Command of his Legs for twenty Years paſt. 

Many Inftances of the like Nature I could 
produce; but I take theſe two to be ſuffi- 
cient for my preſent Purpoſe. 

HEN Ct it is evident what flow Paces this 
Diſtemper many Times makes. 

So Nicety will be required to give fuch 
a Deſcription of this Diſeaſe, as to make it 
known in its Approaches. Tis eaſily pre- 
vented, though very difficult to be cured 
when it comes to an Height. 

IT begins with a Thirſt, which inſenſibly 
grows on the Patient. The Inſide of the 
Hand grows dry, with a more than common 
Hardneſs; and the Patient is attended with 
an unuſual Heat. All the Glands of Secre- 
tion begin to fall ſhort of performing their 
due Functions, till at laſt Tranſpiration cea- 
ſes. The Urine decreaſes much in Quanti- 
ty, and is often high colour d. An - Inabi- 
lity to Motion increaſes as the Body fills, 
with great Shortneſs of Breath, and Loſs of 
Appetite.

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Tus are the ſeveral Symptoms of an 
approaching Dropſy, which uſually ſhews 
ifelf firſt in the Legs. This Diſtemper may 
be coming on ſeveral Years, as has been above 
noted, and for want of a due Examination of 
the Patient, it has been too often taken for 
ſome other Diſeaſe, which has proved fatal 
to many People, 

To deſcribe a confirmed Aſcites, is no more 
than to ſet the foregoing in a clear Light. 

THe Thirſt is more intenſe, Utine leſs in 

Quantity, higher coloured, coming near to 
the Water made in a Jaundice ; Shortneſs of 
Breath to that Degree, that there is no lying 
down in Bed; an Inability to all Motion ; a 
total Loſs of Appetite ; looſe Stools frequent, 
but in ſmall Quantities; the Legs, Thighs, 
and all Parts of the Body, are full of Water ; 
which, with the Addition of a ſympto- 
matical Jaundice, make up the frightfu! 
and mercileſs Retinue that attend this gre: t 
Evil. 

- AFTER all, I ſhall venture to fay, That 
let me but come to People as early in this 
Diſtemper, as they generally apply for Relief 
from other Phyſicians, and it ſhall be cured 
with as much Certainty as any other Gentle-

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The TYMPANY, Tympanites. 
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man may cure a Diſtemper he thinks himſelf 
molt Maſter of. I am ſurpriz d that the 
Paracenteſis, or Tap, ſhould be ſo frequently 
uſed in this fatal Diſeaſe, — I ſhould be glad 
to know if one in five hundred has been cured 
by it. — It rather confirms the Diſeaſe, and 
often renders it incurable, while the poor Pa- 
tient's Life is protracted in Miſery and Dif- 
pair; to that it may well be ſaid,

NOTHER Species of Dropſy, to 
which the Fair Sex are only liable, 
proceeds from their frequent Miſcarriages 
and hard Labours : Beſides, as they are of a 
much finer Texture of Body than Men, they 
are more ſubject to the Paſſions of the Mind, 
which have often been the Cauſe of this 


Diſtemper. 


Tunis 
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Tuis is part Wind, part Water, ſwelling 
the Abdomen, or Belly, only. The Muſcles 
waſte fo in this Diſeaſe, that the Patient be- 
comes a meer Skeleton, with Loſs of Appe- 
ute; Thirſt increaſes, but in a more remiſs 
Degree than in the Aſcites ; Urine in ſmall 
Quantities, but often of a healthy Colour. — 
This may be cured pretty much in the ſame 


Way with the Aſcites. 


ANASARCA. 


HIS is another Species of the Dropſy, 
plainly differing trom the Aſcites and 
Tympany. The Symptoms are vaſtly more 
unicttled : The Swellings in the two former 
are fix d; in this they very often ſhift, and 
for the moſt Part affect only the Muſcles. 
As for Example: The Patient ſhall ſwell on 
one Side of the Body ; and in a ſhort Time 
the Tumor ſhall quit that Part, and appear 
on the other Side of the Body; and in like 
Manner ſhift from one Thigh, Leg, « or Arm, 
to the other. 
Taxis Diſeaſe is not fo common as the 


Aſcites or Tympany, and is much caſier 
04 cured. 
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cured. Vet Mr. Towne, one of the Kings 
Gardiners, died of it under Dr. Radchf's 
Care. — A Gentleman carried me to that 
unfortunate Man; but the Doctor was fo 
confident of ſaving him by the wonderful 
Panacza Bliſters, that I was not liſten'd to.

HIS is a very fatal Diſeaſe, but rarely 

ſeen; yet in one Day I was called to 
two Patients that were attifted with it. — 
Rrverius ſays, He never ſaw more than one 
Perſon labour under this Diſtemper, in all 
his Practice. 

Ir ariſes from breaking the Compages or 
Tenor of the Blood, 

TRE Deſcription follows: 'Tis attended 
with a ſmall Fever, Loſs of Appetite, intenſe 
Thirſt, a great Dejection of the Animal Spi- 
rits, profuſe Quantities of Urine of a Violet 
Scent, with a thin ojly Subſtance ſwimming 
on the Surface of it. When all theſe Symp- 
toms meet, they conſtitute this Diſtemper. 

TE ſort of Water deſcribed, is very 
common in what Phyſicians call Scorbutick 
Caſes. — Upon which, after the Learned 
Dr. Wills has made a very long Harangue 


about hot Scurvy and cold Scuryy, I muſt 
own my Capacity too weak to comprehend 


his Meaning; nor do I believe the Diſeaſe 
awed its name to any Thing, but that when 
" the 
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the Phyſicians met with a Diſtemper they 
knew little of, they called it a ſcurvy 
one. 

One Mr. Tonathan Keate, ſome Time 
after Surgeon to the Hoſpital at King's 
Town in Jamaica, was ſo far gone in a 
Diabetes, that he was not able to get out of 
his Cabin. — I was on board with ſome 
Company, who told me the Surgeon of the 
Ship lay dangeroully ill, and defired to ſee 
me. — I ſoon perceiv'd his Diſtemper, and 
ſent him from Shore what I thought proper. 
In three or four Days he came te Port- 
Royal, to return Thanks for the great Ser- 
vice I had done him. He did, as we ſay, 
pancratice valere, and fo continued. — This 
is more than forty Years fince. — About 
twenty Years fince, I ſaw him in Town, he 
lodged in St. Martin's-lane, and was then 
juſt come from Barcelona. 

I s# ALL only give one Inſtance or two 
more: A Perſon recommended to me by his 
Grace the late Duke of Richmond, was ſo 
weak in this Diſtemper, that he could hardly 
ſtand. —I order'd him ten Days after to meet 
me at the Duke's, which he accordingly did ; 
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and gave his Grace Thanks for being perfectly 
recover d. He lived on Tewer-Hill; and, if 


I miſtake not, was\an Houſe-Carpenter, but 
I have forgot his Name.

CoNSUMPTION, or Phtiſis. 


HOUGH this be a Chronical Diſeaſe 
it is alſo inflammatory ; and I know of 


no other Chronical Diſtemper that is ſo. 


IT begins with a violent Cough, and is 
Aways attended with an inflamed Maſs of 
Blood, except in convulſive Caſes: And as 
the Lungs. are all Bronchia, or little Air- 
Bladders of the Aſpera Arteria, when we in- 
ſpire the inflamed Part, or what we fee on the 
Top of the Blood, which the Phyſicians term 
Pleuretical, is ftrained from the Maſs, which 
being left in thoſe Air-Bladders, occaſions a 
great Shortneſs of Breath, till by violent 
Coughing, or frequent Succefſions of the 
— it is brought off, — If this Matter 


continues, 
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continues, it inflames the Lungs, till at laſt 
they are impoſthumated ; and then the Pa- 
tient's Caſe becomes deſperate. 

Tn1s Diſeaſe commonly proceeds from 
Cold; which increaſing, the Patient com- 
plains firſt of a great Soreneſs in his Breaſt, 
Difficulty of Breathing, Loſs of Appetite, a 
great Heat and Drineſs in the Palms of bis 
Hands, with frequent and ſudden Flaſhings 
in the Face; according to that of Hippocrates. 
Rubor pertinax & faturatus in Genis pul- 
monem indicat inflammatun. 

As this Diſeaſe gathers Strength, colli- 
quating Sweats come on towards Morning 
then a Diarrhea or Looſeneſs; the Fingers- 
Ends are ſwelled, and a few Days before 
Death, the Legs ſwell, which is the laſt 
Symptom. 

Tur good Dr. Sydenham wonderfully 
mends Riding in this Diſtemper ; and 
he ſays, Hoc ſancte affero, quod neque

Judgment, I have known frequent Bleeding 
in ſmall Quantities, do more good than Ri- 
ding. I ſhall ſet down one Caſe, of which 
any Perſon may fatisfy himſelf, 

A NePeHEw of Sir George Cafwall, 
whoſe Lungs were moſt apparently impoſt- 
humated, from the corrupt and fœtid Mat- 
ter that proceeded from them and thoſe col- 
liquating Sweats, with a Diarrhea, or Looſe- 
neſs, and brought up large Quantities of 
Blood every Day, almoſt equal to a Yomica 
Pulmonum. 

His Muſcles were almoſt intirely waſted ; 
and fo very weak, that he could hardly walk 
alone. I order'd him to bleed every other 
Day. — He ſoon vittbly grew better, — 
I ſent him to the Cold Bath ; which he uſed 
to very great Advantage 3 ſo that he ſoon 
grew healthy and ſtrong, and fuller of Fleſh 
than ever.

They allow the Patient to. uſe a ſtrengthen- 
ing Diet, and indulge him too much with 
Wines, Gravies, and the like, contrary to a 
known Maxim in Phytick. — Impure cor- 
fora, quo plus mitries, eo mags lades. 
ANnoTHER Caute of Conſumptions is from 
anEmpyema, which is an Impoſthumation on 
the Pleura ; as when Pleuriſies or Peripneu- 
monies are not blooded off, as long as any 
poignant or ſhooting Pains remain, there is 
an infallible Indication for Bleeding. Twas 
ſaid, the Lord Sun der land could not die for 
want of Bleeding, having loft ſeventy Oun- 
ces: Whereas my next Door Neighbour had 
a Servant ſciz d with a Pleuriſy, who loſt two 
hundred and ſixty Ounces of Blood before 
his Pain left him. This Mr. Pyle, a 


very honeſt and eminent Surgeon, will 
atteſt,

— The Cure of this 
laſt Aſthma does not much vary from that 
in Conſumptions.

1 
had great Quantities of Wind in my Sto- 
mach, which gave me violent Cholicky 
Pains, and-was occaſion d, as I ſuppoſc, for 
want of Food, my Wneſs ſuffering me to 
take very little. I had always more or leſs 
ot a Fever upon me, and great Pains in my 
Bowels I brought up great Quantities of 
Phlegm by ſpitting ; ſometimes it was frothy, 
but for the moſt Part thick and ſizey.

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took about half a Wine Glaſs, but it catch d mn 
my Breath fo, that I paid dearly for it. I 1 
took, on my own Head, to the Eating ot 
Seville Oranges, hoping they would bring 
up the Phlegm, without thoſe violent 
Coughs, which wore me out: This in' a 
good Meaſure ſucceeded, fo that in the Day 
and Night together, I eat ſeven or eight; 
and kept to them a whole Winter ; but at 
laſt, I could not eat them any longer ; and 
though they had eaſed my Cough, yet had 
no way advanced to a Cure. 

So that my Weakneſs ſtill grew upon me 
daily; inſomuch, that juſt before I ſent to 
you, Sir, I had been told, no more could 
be done for me.

I found 
great Advantage by, theſe Walks; they 
clear d my Lungs, and aſſiſted my Medi- 
cines, but ſtill it was my Quickſilver and 
Drops that gave me Strength and Breath 
to walk. 

Fix DING myſelf perfectly well, I diſcon- 
tinu'd my Quickſilver and Drops in Sep- 
tember, as above obſerv'd ; but in the Win- 
ter, coming into Town, and catching a 
great Cold, I was glad to return to them 
again; and though I had great Benefit by 
them, yet I could not entirely get rid of 
my neſs till in the Summer I return'd to 
a clear Air, and walking, I am ſo far im- 
prov'd in my Strength this Summer, that 
my common Walks have been five Miles, 
and five Miles back again; this, with the 
Quickfilver and Drops, has reſtor d me to 
perfect Health. I have not taken any 
Quickſilver, or any other Medicine theſe 


fix Months paſt. I have no Apprehenſion 
of 
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of my IIlneſs returning, for which I once 
more beg Leave to return you my moſt 
grateful Thanks for my preſent happy 


State of Health, which, under the Bleſſing 
of God, was entirely owing to you. I am,

TH1s Diſeaſe proceeds from an Obftructi- 


on of the Ductus Coledechus, which leads 
from the Gall to the Inteſtine Duodenum; 
the Bile not paſſing there, leaves the Ordure 
white, which otherwiſe takes its Colour from 
it; but mixing with the Blood, tinctures the 
Skin, as the Hair on the Head or Body takes 
its Dye from the Fluids. 


E 2 PAR A- 
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PARACELSUS, in his Treatiſe De S:zgnd- 
tura Rerum, very much commends the inner 
Bark of Barberries, Turmerick, Rheubarb, 
and all Plants of a yellow Caſt, in the Cure of 
this Diſeaſe: But they are too weak, as has 
been ſufficiently experienced long fince. — 
He likewiſe commends the Arbor Tremula 
in Agues, the Pulmonaria Maculoſa in Con- 
ſumptions, Trachelium in fore Throats and 
Quinſeys; and fo goes on. Neither is this 
Method wholly laid afide by the modern 
Phyſicians, who have Recourſe to the Teerh 
of a Bear, and the Jaw-bone of a Pike, and 
the black Tips of Crabs Claws ; which being 
all pointed, they take it for granted they muſt 
be very efficacigus Remedies in a Pleuriſy: 
And in Conſumptions they have a no lefs 
favourite Preſcription, call'd Caives- Pluck 
Water, with four Quatts of which they al- 
moſt drown their Patient every Day. For 
my own part, I cannot imagine what they 
propole, unleſs this is done out of Kindneſs 
to the Apathecary's Apprentices, that they 
may, with the Aſſiſtance of Bacon and 
Sprouts, 9. / live comfortably upon the 
Pluck, and regale themſelves for. fome Time 
afterwards ; and by this ſalutary Method 
0 infallibly 
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infallibly eradicate all Seeds of a Confump- 
tion in themſelves, though they have an 
hereditary Right to it. — I mention this, 
to ſhew on what weak Foundations we often 
yenture our Lives. 

Trrs Diſeaſe commonly ends in ſome vio- 
lent Hzmorrage ; either by Urine, Stool, or 
a Vomica Pulmonum, which ſoon termi- 
nates in Death. All this may be impu- 
ted to that Alkali Bile, which tears the very 
Arteries in Pieces, and renders the Patient 
incurable,

STONE, or Nephritis, 


HE Stone is an exquiſite Pain on the 

Ureters, or Neck of the Bladder, —\ 
and 1s cauſed by a cold Stomach, hot Reins, 
and ill Digeſtion, which ſends Crudities into 
the Blood by the Lacteals. Theſe Crudities 
paſs to the Kidneys by the Emulgent Ar- 
teries, and not being ſo readily received by 
the Emulgent Veins, made Lodgment in 
the Pelvis, or Cavity of the Kidneys, where, 
by their Heat, they ſoon petrify : And thus 
Gravel is form'd ; but never in the Bladder, 
as ſome conceive. This Gravel, or (mall 
Stones, entering the Ureters, long and nar- 


Pains, with violent Vomitings ; and the fame 
again, when they enter the Neck of the 
Bladder and Urethra ; the Patient frequent- 

ly 
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ly complaining of Pains in his Thigh ; which 
I take to proceed from the Muſcle Pa,, 
which reaches from the Reins thither. 

Ir any of the ſmall Gravel ſhould acci- 
dentally adhere to any Part of the Bladder, 
it, like a Snow-ball, collects the finer Part 
of the Sand, till by its Weight it falls from 
its Cyſtis on the Neck of the Bladder ; and 
then nothing is to be done but Lithotomy, 
or Cutting. | 

Trts brings melancholy Reflections on the 
unhappy Patient, fince all the Endeavours of 
Phyſicians, Quacks, and Empyricks, to find 
out 2 Cure, have proved ineffeftual. — | 
Many Trials have been made to find out a | 
Diſſolvent for the Stone; and ſuch have been | 
ſound out as will break the Stone, being laid 
in your Hand. —— But as nothing but an | 
Excrementitious Serum enters the Bladder, | 
the Powers of every Medicine muſt be vaſtly

weaken'd before they reach the Seat of the 
Diſtemper. 
 Tuazxt is little to be done to eaſe the Pa- 
tient in the Fits, or Paroxiſms, but to uſe 
ſuch Medicines as lubricate, and open the 
Paſſages; by which Means the Stone or 
Gravel will paſs more eaſily. —— As Bal- 
| E 4 ſam 
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ſam of Capivy, taking a large Spoonful in 
any Vehicle, whether Wine or Water, I 
know it is a common Method to give ſtrong 
Diureticks in ſuch Caſes. Now, the 
Coats of the Ureters being nervous, by ſuch 


Irritations contract themſelves, and hold the 


Stone more cloſely ; whereas the Weight of 
the Urine is ſufficient to carry the Stone be- 
fore it, if the Paſſages were ſufficiently dila- 
ted. I preſcribe the inmoſt Coat of the 
Gizzards of Pidgeons finely powder'd, to be 
taken Night and Morning, one Scruple in a 
Glaſs of White-Wine: But you may pleaſe 
to try one Ounce of Quickſilver every Mor- 
ning for one Month. I have known this do 
Wonders. Clyſters often afford ſome Relief, 
as Turpentine opened with the Yolk of an 
Egg, and Urine added to it.

PALSEY, 
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PALSEY, or Paralyſis. 


AM now entering on nervous Diſeaſes : 
As to that Part of them which compoſe 
the ſeveral Species of Palſey, it will be 
Matter of no great Difficulty to diſtinguiſh 
and explain them. Nevertheleſs, I am ſen- 
ſible, as I launch farther into this Field, and 
treat of nervous Diſeaſes at large, there will 
be great Nicety required to give their ſeve- 
ral Deſcriptions, and make them fo plain, 
that one may not be taken for the other; or 
even that they may not be taken for acute 
Caſes, which may prove of the worſt Conſc- 
quence to the Patient. ; 


HEMIPLEGIE, or Hemiplexia. 


T HIS Species of the Palſey affects but 
one Side; which is owing to the dou- 
bling of the Dura Mater, called the Faix, 
by which the Brain is divided; fo that, unleſs 
in extraordinary Caſes, the Paralyſis is ſeldom 
met with. The great Author of Nature has 
afforded us Duplicates in almoſt every Parti- 
cular ; ſo that in Caſe one becomes uſeleſs, or 

loſt, 


* 
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loſt, yet the other in a great Meaſure ſup- 
plies the Defect. Thus we have two Eyes, 
two Lobes of the Lungs, two Kidneys, two 
Teſticles; fo that one Part remaining, Viſion, 
Refpiration, Secretion, and Generation, are 
all perform'd. The Mabometan Women, in 
the greateſt Part of Alia, deſtroy one Teſti- 
cle : No doubt they find their Account in it, 
becauſe the Males make their Addreſſes more 
frequently, where there is a leſs Expence of 
Spirits at each Evacuation. The Hemiple- 
gie and Paralyfis are both cured by ſuch 
Medicines as open the Obſtructions of the 
Nerves; then the Animal Spirits recover a 
free Paſſage, and all Senſation returns. 

In Recent Cafes, this Diſtemper is ſoon 
eured. 

I' was called to Mrs. Potts, the Mother 
of Mr. John Potts the Oilman. In the ſe- 
ventieth Year of her Age, ſhe was ſeized 
with this Hemiplegie, falling down with an 
entire Loſs of Senſe and Motion on one 
Side: Yet, by what I order'd her, ſhe was 

perfectly well in ten Days, and fo continued 
many Years after. Many Inſtances of the 
like Nature I could produce, but they are at 
ſome Diſtance from London. 
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e Ix this Caſe I bliſter the Arm, the Leg, 
and the Thigh of the Side affected. I give 
Mercurius Dulcis, and Cinnabar of Anti- 
mony, each eight or ten Grains, which I 
repeat every four or five Days. The in- 
termediate Days, take Conſerve of Roman 
Wormwaod, Conſerve of the outward 
Rinds of Seuz/le Oranges, each one Ounce ; 
Angelica, Nutmegs, and Ginger candied, 
each half an Ounce; Powder of Wake- 
Robin three Drams, made into an Elec- 
tuary with Syrup of Citron. Take the 
Quantity af a large Nutmeg in the Morn- 


ing, and at Five of the Clock in the After- 


noon, drinking fix Spoonfuls of the fol- 
lowing Tincture.“ 

« TAKE the Roots of Maſter-wort, Ele- 
campane, Angelica, each one Ounce ; 
Leaves of Common Wormwaqd, Hore- 
hound, Germander, each one Handful ; 
Tops of Centaury and St. John's Wort, 


each half an Handful : Juniper Berries 


two Ounces ; the Rinds of Nine Seville 
Oranges; Infuſe theſe in three Quarts of 


** White-Wine, ſtaining it off as you uſe 
it. The fame Method cures both Kinds 
of Paley.”

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By this Method, I cured Sir Jahn Blunt 
in eight Days; and one Mrs. May, whoſe 
Huſband is an Officer belonging to Dactars- 
Commons, with ſeveral others I could men- 
tion.

Kind than the aforemention'd : I ne- 
ver knew any but young Perſons ſeized with 
it. If it begins in the Arm, it ſoon affects.

verſa. It never wears of without proper 
Means. | 


Tr1s admits of the ſame Method of Cure 
as the Palſey. 

Tuxkx is another Species of the Palſey, 
known by the Name of the Shaking Palſey, 
Tis commonly the Effect of Old-Age, In- 
temperance, or a Malum Stamen Vitæ: It 
ever proceeds from a Deficiency of Animal 
Spirits.

But, as I am going to deſcribe thoſe of the 
Head, this Diftemper, fo remarkable, and fo 
fatal, cannot be omitted. 

WHATEVER affects the Head, muſt be 
either inflammatory, convulſive, or acciden- 
tal, as from Contuſions, Bruiſes, and the 
like. | 

The Patient in an Apoplexy falls ſuddenly 
to the Ground, deprived of all Senſation 
and Motion. 

Some Phyſicians place this Diſtemper in 
the Center of the Brain ; bat that, with Sub- 
miſſion, can hardly account for the Effect it 
produces: Upon better Conſideration it will 
appear, that both Brains muſt be affected. 
That the Cerebrum, or great Brain, is fo, 
appears from the Abolition of Senſe and Mo- 
tion. That the Cerebellum, or little Brain, 
receives its Stroke likewiſe, is evident from 
the great Difficulty of Breathing the Patient 
!abours under in this Diſeaſe; it being very 
juſtly 


HIS, of all others, deſerves to have 
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juſtly allowed, that this Brain is the Cauſe of 
all involuntary Motions, of which Breathing 
muſt be one. Tis not eafy to conceive 
that this Diſtemper is ſo common as is pre- 
tended, when in more than fifty-ſeven 
Years Practice, I have met with no more 
than two. 

Vexy often the Denomination of this Di 
eaſe is given to Epilepſies, and many Times 
to high Hypocondriacal Effects. | 
THERE are two Cauſes of Apoplexies : 
Blood extravaſated in the cortical Part of the 


Brain; or Convulſions, that ſe ob- 


ſtruct the Animal Spirits. 
Tux firſt of theſe is incurable, it doing 
impoſſible to draw the extravaſated Blood 


off; the latter, by proper Remedies, has 
been often removed, and the Patient cured:

HIS Diſtemper muſt be convulſive, 


it being impoſſible for any inflamma- 


tory Diſeaſe to ſeize the Patient ſo ſurpri- 
lingly; for he would complain of Verti- 
goes, or great Pains in the Head, before the 
Paroxiſm ; whereas it gives its Stroke 
without any previous Symptom, much like 
an Apoplexy, and is too often taken for 


that Diſtemper ; as I have before obſery'd. 


This affects likewife both Brains, which is 
viſible from its taking away all Senſe and 
Motion, and is attended with a Dyſpnœa, 
or Difficulty of Breathing, yet not ſo great 
as in | 

IT plainly differs from other Convulſive 
Difeaſes ; fince, in this Caſe, the Patient al- 
ways falls on his Back, and is thrown down 
with great Violence, foaming much at the 
Mouth. |

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'T1s cured by proper Ncuroticks, little 
differing from the Methods of Cure in other 
Nervous Caſes. 

DvuRIXG the Paroxiſm, what is preſcribed | 
in the Apoplexy is not amiſs, Bleeding ex- 
cepted. But to prevent Returns, take as 
preſcribed in the Convulſive Aſthma. All 
Convulſions proceeding pretty much from 
the ſame Cauſe, which we call an Ataxia, or 
irregular Motion of the Animal Spirits. 


HyPocONDRIACAL and Hy- 
 STERICAL DIsEAsEs, Mor- 
bus Hypocondriacus & Hy- 


ſtericus. 


ERE are two different Names for 

the ſame Diſtemper ; nor can they be 
diſtinguiſh d otherwiſe than thus: What we 
call Hypocondriacal in Men, we term Hy- 
ſterical in Women, I ſhall enter only on 
Hyſterical Effects, becauſe they are more 
common, and more viſible in the finer Sex. 
THERE is no Diſeaſe incident to Human 
Bodies but theſe Hyſtericiſm will counter- 
feit ſo exactly, that without the greateſt Cau- 


tion the Phyſician muſt be deceiv d.

As when it ſeizes the Head, it cauſes 
violent Pains, Vertigoes, ſtrong Convul- 
ſions, with Deprivation of Senfe.; when it 
affects the Eyes, with Loſs of Sight for the 
preſent, great Quantities of pure Water 
iſſuing from them.

In all theſe 
there are no Evacuations ; and yet it may 
be affirm'd, theſe are proper Remedies in 
the abqve-mention'd Diſtemper. 
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I $HALL be very particular in my Ac- 
count of every Thing that I ever found was 
of any Relief, or of any Uſe in theſe Caſes;

no full Shoulders, nor gummy Thighs or 
Legs, nor any Deformity: All Parts are con- 
ſpicuous, fince the Natives have no more 
Cloathing than what our firſt Parents had 
during the ſhort Time of their Innocence. 
In ſome Places, they have not ſo much as a 
Fig-Leaf to conceal the Diſtinctions of either 
Sex. 

Tux Reader muſt pardon a ſhort Digreſſ- 
ion: Since Mention has been made of Mo- 


thers, I can't but obſerve how religiouſſy 


they reſtrain their Children from eating green 
_ Fruit, from a Notion that it breeds Worms: 
However ſingular I may appear in my Opi- 


nion, I hold the contrary to be true; green 


Fruit being rather a great Deſtroyer of 
Vermin. 

Tis Ripe Fruits that breed Worms; for 
it is manifeſt all animal Corruption turns to 
Vermin ; and the ſame in vegetable Putre- 
faction. Now ripe Fruits being the laſt 
Fermentation of Perfection, or rather the firſt 
of Putrefaction, the Vermicular Ovaria muſt 
be very pregnant ; which, when receiv'd in 
2 depraved Stomach, may prove as proper a

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Nidus for their Vivification, as the Corrup- 
tion in which they are inveloped. 

Tux moſt offenfive, and moſt dangerous 
of all Species of Vermin, are not viſible to 
the naked Eye.

I took from the Gallows for a Diſſection, 
(whoſe rotten Bones quickly diſcover'd what 


Diſeaſe it was had required the Uſe of it, and 


that, I ſuppoſe, chietly in external Applica- 
tion by Unction) without any Mark of 

Corrofion of the Part where it was lodged. 
THro' withal, we may upon this Occaſion 
remark, that the extream Gravity of. this 
Mineral alone, however ſerviceable it may 
be in other reſpects, yet when it happens in 
ſo great a Quantity to obſtruct the Capillary 
Ducts, as that the Force of the circling 
Fluid is not ſufficient to waſh it away, muſt 
neceflarily induce Symptoms troubleſome 
and bad enough, as Spaſms, Contractions, 
Palſies, 
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Palſies, Gc. which they do commonly ex- 
perience, who bave either been too often 
daubed with Mercurial Ointments, or for a 
long time employ'd in rubbing Quick ſilver 
upon Looking-Glaſſes; for the internal Uſe 
of it will never produce ſuch Miſchiefs. 

Muc may be ſaid to ſhew the Impoſſibi- 
lity of Quickſilver doing any Damage to 
the Patient ; what gives Offence to Nature, 
is, what we term Spiculæ, Points or Edges. 
Now Quickfilver always retaining a globu- 
lar Figure, together with the Softneſs of its 
Body, no Harm can happen from the Uſe of 
it ; only this I would adviſe the Patient, that 
he get a ſmall Crucible, put into it the 
Quantity of a Piſtol-bullet of Quickfilver ; 
ſet the Crucible on the Fire, if any of the 
ſoft Metals are put to it, they will remain, 
and the Quickſilver fly off. Nate, A Pound 
of Lead coſts Two-pence, and a Pound of 
Quickſilver eight or ten Shillings : The Pro- 
fit that ariſes may be one Cauſe of its Adul- 
teration, and another to bring the * 
cine into Diſrepute.

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Now does any thing fo uſeful, fo beneſi- 
cial to Mankind, deſerve to be fo much ex- 
ploded, and treated with ſo much Calumny ? © 
But amongſt all their falſe Infinuations, let 
them bring one ſingle Inſtance, well atteſted, 
of the Damage any one has received from it. 
Though I believe there never was a Medi- 
cine given, but ſormetimes has proyed not on- 
ly detrimental to the Patient, but even Death 
itſelf has enſued, eſpecially when miſapplied : 
Witneſs the ſo much celebrated Gaſcorgn's 
Powder, which occaſions yearly the Loſs of 
many thouſand Subjects to the Crown. I aver, 
Quickſilver never did any harm to the Patient, 
which is more than can be ſaid of any other 
Medicine. 

AFTER all that has been ſaid on the Vir- 
tues of Quickſilver, our Doctors dare not 
preſcribe it, for fear of diſobliging the Apo- 
thecaries. 

THERE is another prevailing Opinion, 
That Acids are the Cauſe of almoſt all Diſ- 
eaſes : Whereas they are not liable to Cor- 
ruption, therefore muſt keep the Fluids 
pure, and without any Contamination: Nor 

can they be the Cauſe of any Fever, becauſe

neither can they be the Cauſe. of any cutane- 
ous Eruption, becauſe I know by Experd 
ence, (as I could bring many to teftify) 
that they are a very powerful and effectual 
Remedy againſt ſuch Diſtempers.

HIS appears in a broad white Scale, 

ſurrounded with a ſmall Circle of Red 
but almoſt even with the Skin ; which, as 
People grow in Years, for the moſt part gets 
Ground; ſo that in Proceſs of Time the Pa- 
tient becomes very uneaſy. This Diſeaſe 1s 
rarely cured ; becauſe the Nature of it is for 
the moſt part miſtaken, by reaſon Phyſicians 
ſuppoſe it to proceed from an acid Quality 
in the Fluids; for which reaſon they pour 
in Alkalious Remedies of all forts, which on- 
ly add to the Matter of the Diſeaſe. Now, if 
any Perſon defires to be ſatisfied of this 
Miſtake, I will venture to give ſuch Proof 
of it, as ſhall be convincing, from the Expe- 
rience of many learned Men, that there is 
no Acid of any kind in the Fluids; as Pit- 


cairn fays, the famous Mr. Boyle afferts; 


Sir Jubn Colebatch's Experiment with the 
Syrup. of Violets is ſufficient, to go no far- 
ther; Dr. Borebaave is in the fame Way 
of Thinking.

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BuT why ſhould Men of Art be fo averſe 
to Cold-bathing in this Caſe ? The HMraelites 
were famous for an itchy ſcabby People ; 


and the only Remedy we find they made uſe 


of, was Immerſion in cold Water. 
Pays1CIAans object, That the Immerſion 
in cold Water, in Cutaneous Caſes, has of- 
ten thrown this corrupt Matter on the 
Lungs, and cauſed Conſumptions. If they 
can make this appear from one ſingle In- 
ſtance, it may give ſome Satisfaction, as to 
what they affert; though it will be far 
from proving their Concluſion td be true. 
What they ſay of Cold-bathing, is very dif- 
ferent from what I have experienc'd in Prac- 
tice, and from my Way of Thinking. 
Uro the Patient's Immerſing in the moſt 
intenſe cold Water that can poſſibly be found, 
all the Heat is flung from the Surface of the 
Body, into its moſt inward Parts; when the 
Patient comes out, the Heat returning from 
whence it came, performs its Motion with 
that Elaſticity and Force, that it fills the 
Skin with vaſt Numbers of cutaneous Spots, 
by which the Blood becomes much finer, 
and thoſe corrupt Parts of the Fluids are 
diſcharged, For the Truth of this, I ap- 
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peal to every one that immerſes in very 
cold Water. 

IT may be farther preſumed, That where- 
as the Patient often complains of flying Pains 
in the Muſcles, which occaſion a great Ina- 
bility to Motion; this Diſorder, generally 


ſpeaking, is cauſed from Wind blowing up 


the Muſcles beyond their due Tenſion: In 
which Caſe they will receive Benefit, not 
only from the cold Quality of the Water, 
but more from the Weight of it, which preſ- 
ſes the Muſcles into their due Places, fo 
that you find yourſelf inflantly fitter for 
Motion. 

In ſome Parts of Alia, as ſoon as any one 
complains of Pains in their Muſcles and 
Bones, their Friends immediately throw them 
on the Ground, and kneel on them, at 
length, by preſſing their Muſcles, they are 
ſenſible of Relief. 

IAE dwelt the longer on this Head, 
becauſe I would have Cald-bathing grow as 
univerſal as, I hope, Ineculation in a ſhort 
Time will do. And now I have mentioned 
Inoculation, I ſhould think it unpardonable, 
if I ſhould take no Notice of her late Majeſty, 


as a great Promoter and Encourager of this

Practice. I believe the World will readily 
allow me, that her late Majeſty was as much 
ſuperior in her Underſtanding, to the Genera- 
lity of her Sex, as ſhe was ſuperior to them in 
that Station in which Providence, fo happily 
for Mankind, had her. How many 
are there that are ready to run into any 
Mode or Faſhion, though never fo extrava- 
gant, if it has but the Sanction of the Great? 
Let ſuch, on this Occafion, imitate their late 
Queen. Is it poſſible they can be ſollicitous 
in Matters of a trifling Nature, and ſhew lit- 
tle or no Regard to what is of infinite Im- 
to Mankind?

pear ſo frivolous, that it ſcarcely deſerves an 


Anſwer. Is there one ſingle Paſſage in the 


whole Sacred Writings, that reſtrains Man- 
kind from anticipating an Evil, by making 
uſe of the proper Precautions for prevcnting

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it ? If theſe ſcrupulous Gentlemen, whoſe 
Conſciences were not always fo ſtrait-laced, 
will produce me but one fingle Inſtance of 
an abſolute Prohibition from Things of this 
Nature, I will readily acquieſce, and willingly 
retrat my Error.

This 
even the Illiterate allow to be vermicular. 
In hot Climates I have ſeen the Vermin 
moving in the Puſtles. The Remedies which 
are uſed, undeniably prove the Diſeaſe to be 
very vermicular; for all Mercurial Oint- 
ments and Waſhes, nay, a Quickfilver Gir- 
dle, are the common Remedies; and we know 
nothing that fo mfallibly deſtroys Worms 
as Mercury. 

I $HALL now proceed to give a Deſcrip- 
tion of moſt of the Acute Diſeaſes amongſt 
us, as I have done of the Chronic, except a 
Lethargy, which proceeds from too moiſt a 
Brain, and needs no Deſcription,

which ſeems very reaſonable. Take the De- 
ſcription of this Diſtemper as follows : 

IT begins, as all other Fevers do, with In- 
termiſſions of Heat and Cold; the Symp- 
toms are higher than in any other Fever; 
intenſe Thirſt, violent Vomiting, Pains in 
the Head, Back, Joints, and all over the 


Muſcles ; a total Failure and Proſtration of 


all Strength and Ability, as if there was, as 
H 2 
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in Reality there is, a general Mortification of 
all the Fluids enſuing. 
Tux Appearances, which come on in a few 


Hours, are what we call Perecbiæ, or black 


Spots, with a Buboe or inflammatory Swel- 
ling in the Groin, or ſome other of the 
Emunctories. | 
Tr1s Diſeaſe is very ſoon at a Crifis, in 
three or four Days at the fartheſt, but gene- 


rally ſooner. 


Wu I took by Storm the two Cities of 
Guaiaguil, under the Line, in the Sæuib Seas, 
it happen'd, that not long before, the Plague 
had raged amongſt them. For our better 
Security, therefore, and keeping our People 
together, we lay in their Churches, and like- 
wiſe brought thither the Plunder of the 
Cities: We were very much annoy'd with 
the Smell of dead Bodies. Theſe Bodies 
could hardly be faid to be buried : for the 
Spaniards abroad uſe no Coffins, but throw 
ſeveral dead Bodies one upon another, with 
only a Draw-board over them; ſo that it is 
no Wonder we receiv'd the Infection. 

Ix a very few Days after we got on board, 
one of the Surgeons came to-me, to acquaint 
me, that ſeveral of my Men were taken after” 


a vio- 
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a violent Manner, with that Languor of 
Spirits, that they were not able to move. I 
immediately went among them, and, to my 
great Surpriſe, ſoon diſcerned what was the 
Matter. In leis than Forty-eight Hours we 
had in our ſeveral Ships, one hundred and 
eighty Men in this miſerable Condition. 

I oxDER'D the Surgeons to bleed them in 
both Arms, and to go round to them all, 
with Command to leave them bleeding till 
all were blooded, and then come and tie 
them up in. their Turns. Thus they lay 
bleeding and fainting, ſo long, that I could 
not conceive they could loſe leſs than an 
hundred Ounces each Man. 

Ir we had loſt fo great a Number of our 
People, the poor Remains muſt infallibly 
have periſh'd. I began to conſider, that 
the Plague was no more than a Fever of the 
moſt exalted Kind ; and fo Duro buic nodo 
aurior adbuc cuneus adbibendus. A Fever 
we define to be Autla ſanguinis Fermema- 
is ſanguini & humoribus indufia. The 
only Intention of Healing, muſt be to abate 
that preternatural Fermentation, and reſiſt 
Putrefaction, which muſt be by large Quan- 
tities of cooling and diluting Liquors. We

had on board Oil and Spirit of Vitriol ſuffi- 
cient, which I cauſed to be mixed with 
Water to the Acidity of a Lemon, and made 
them drink very freely of it ; fo that not- 
withſtanding we had one hundred and eighty 
odd down in this moſt fatal Diſtemper, yet 
we loſt no more than ſeven or eight; and 
even theſe owed their Deaths to the ſtrong 
Liquors which their Meſs-Mates procured 
for them. 


THE v had all Spots, which in the great 


Plague they call Toten; few or none of the 


Spamards eſcaped Death that had them; but 
my People had them, and Buboes too. 

Now it we had had Recourſe to Alexiphar- 
micks, ſuch as Fence Treacle, Diaſcordium, 
Mithridate, and ſuch-like good-for-nothing 
Compoſitions, or the moſt celebrated Ga/- 
coin's Powder, or Bezoar, I make no Queſtion 
at all, conſidering the Heat of the Climate, 
but we had loſt every Man. 

'Tis ſurpriſing to me, that Phyſicians can 
read ſo many Authors, and overlook the 
moſt reaſonable Rules for the Good and Pre- 
ſervation of Mankind, and imbibe Prin- 
ciples, which, were it not for fear of giving 
Offence, I ſhould ſay, are contrary to com- 


man 
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mon Senſe. I ſhall inſtance in one more 
remarkable than all the reſt. 

Tux firſt Axiom that is laid down by Ri- 
verius, in his Theraputic Part of his Inſti- 
tutes, is, Omms curandi Methodus d primo 


ber & generaliſſimo principio defumitur, cot | 


traria cumrariis curantur. 

GaAlEx ſays, No Rule in the Mathema- 
ticks is more certain than this. I have had 
more than Fifty-nine Years Experience to 
back this Aſſertion, and in the worſt Cli- 
mates. 

Rx Ap the Man whoſe Reaſon was much 
ſuperior to mine, the honeſt and good Dr. 
Sydenham, and fee if the Rule above was 
not his Guide. 

SENNERTUS alſo, in his Inſtitutes, ſays, 
Quicquid curatur, curatur contrarits. 

Tuls very Rule has been ſo little regard- 
ed, that a Phyſician of this Town offer'd to 
lay Five Hundred Pounds with me, that I 
did not produce ſuch an Axiom; but as he 
_grew cooler, he thought better of it. By 
this it appears, how little Notice is taken 


of the moſt uſctul Rules in the Art of 


Healing.

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The SPOTTED FEVER. 


N this Diſtemper, as in all other Fevers, 
I preſcribe the cool Regimen, which 
muſt be follow'd in caſe Mankind prefer 
Life to Death ; Eaſe to Pain; a ſhort Fit 
of Illneſs to a long and tedious one; a good, 
to a broken and ſhatter d Conſtitution ; lay- 
ing aſide Bliſters, and all heating and poiſon- 
ous Powders : The former ſerve only to keep 
the Patient upon the Rack ; the latter, to 
heighten and increaſe his Fever. — And 
what is ſtill worſe, it extracts the Serum, 
which is the pureſt Part of the Blood. 
SoME of our modern Phyſicians are ex- 
tremely fond of a modiſh Remedy, call'd 
Harts-Horn ; \et them only make this Ex- 
periment. Mix a ſmall Quantity of Harts- 
Horn with the Venal Blood; they'll be ſur- 
priz'd to ſee as good Dirt as any they can 
meet with in their Streets. Mankind cannot 
fail of being infinitely oblig'd to them for 
ſach an uſeful Invention. On the contrary, 
let them mix the ſame Quantity of Spirit 
of Vitriol with an equal Quantity of Blood, 
and 
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and it ſhall appear equally bright, and flotid, 
with the Arterial Blood. 

Ir it ſhould pleaſe God to afflict us with 
this Diſcaſe, ſome Perſons muſt be under no 
ſmall Concern to procure a ſufficient Quanti- 
ty of Cantharides ; for if it ſhould ſo happen 
that People went to their Graves with whole 
Skins, then the moſt ſovereign Remedy would 
be omitted. Now this great Catholicon does 
not only poiſon and inflame the Fluids, but 
draws off the purer Part of the Blood, which 
is the Serum. By this Practice the Mats 
becomes more grumous and thick; fo that 
Circulation is impeded, and the Patient ſuf- 
focated : Whereas if there was Care taken 
to dilute and thin the Maſs of Blood, Cir- 
culation would be much eafier maintain'd, 
and by this Means prevent Death. An emi- 
nent Phyſician was aſk d, How Bliſtering 
came ſo much in Faſhion ? He anſwer d, 
They had it from the Indians. But I, that 
have ſeen more Indians than all the Phyſi- 
cians in England, deny that the Indians ever 
make uſe of Bliſters. They do often caute- 


riſe ; and in all Fevers amongſt them, they 


cover the Patients over in the Sands till they 
are in a profuſe Sweat, and then throw them 
| into 


, 


; 
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into the cold Water; by which Means they 


become well. 
I sHoOULD be glad to know if Dr. Rad- 
ch ever uſed this unhuman Method of 
Bliſtering, as it is now in Vogue, I ſhould 
be glad to know likewiſe, if there is any 


Authority from any of our moſt approved 


Authors for ſuch a Practice. The honeſt 
Dr. Sydenham calls Bliſtering, Humano corio 
ludere. Dr. Baynard would fay, That as 
Beelzebub ſignifies a Fly in the Hebrew 
Language, that the Devils were nothing but 
great Cantharides. We ſhould likewiſe be 
at a Loſs for Bezoar, that petrified Matter of 
Diſeaſe, cut out of the Paunches, Galls, an 
Bladders of ſome of the naſtieft Creatures i 
being, as Guananoes, a monſtrous Beaſt be- 
tween a Camel and a He-Goat, black Cattle, 
Hogs, Goats, and an ugly Animal they call 
Pacos de la Tierra, Monkeys, Porcupines, 
and all ſuch naſty Animals. 

OF this I have been credibly inform'd by 
Perſons of the beſt Reputation, both in the 
Eaſt and Weſt Indies. 

We, in Diſſections, too often find in the 
Galls and Bladders of Human Bodies, great 
Quantities of Stones, which doubtleſs may

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25 well ſerve for Bezoar, as the diſeaſed Mat- 
ter of the afore- mentioned Beaſts; they for 
the moſt part dying with theſe ſeveral forts 
of Stones, as by Experience tis "oP ſeen 


we do. 


SPOTTED FEVER, or Febris 


Peſtilentialis. 


HI 8 begins like the Plague, except- 
ing that all the Symptoms are leſs 
violent; Intermiſſions of Heat and Cold, 
Vomiting, great Pains in the Head, Back, 
Limbs, Joints, and all the Muſcles, intenſe 
Thirſt. The firſt Criſis is the Petechiæ, ot 
black Spots. If the Patient ſurvives this 
fatal Diſeaſe, the laſt Criſis, which we de- 
fine to be Subita & repentina mutatio in 
morbo facta del ad ſalurem ve] ad mortem 
droergens, is ſeldom before the ſeventeenth 
or twenty-firſt Day. 
- ABOUT Fifty Years fince, this Fever 
raged much in Brifs/, ſo that I viſited from 
twenty-five to thirty Patients, a Day for a 
conſiderable Time, beſides their poor Chil- 
dren taken into their Workhouſe, where I 
engaged 
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engaged myſelf, for the Encouragement of 
ſo good and charitable an Undertaking, to 
find them Phyſick, and give them Advice at 
my own Expence and Trouble, for the two 
ficſt Years. All theſe poor Children in 
general had this Fever, yet no more than 
one died out of the whole Number, which 
was near two hundred. 

I SHALL give a particular Inſtance of one 
Perſon cured in an uncommon Way. 

ONE Thomas Hacket, an Apprentice to 
Mr. Jabn Scandrett, a Grocer, in Vine ſtrret, 
Briſtol, labouring under this fatal Fever, had 
a violent Hemorrhage, or Flux of Blood at 
his Noſe, notwithſtanding great Quantities 
of Blood were taken from his Arms, and the 
moft cooling Medicines adminiſter'd which 
could be thought of; yet all prov'd ineffec- 
tual, inſomuch that there was no room to 
expect his Life. I order'd a large Veſſel to 
be filled below Stairs with Spring-Water. 
He was carried down in a Sheet, and put into 
the Water ; he dipp'd his Head ſeveral times, 


upon which the Bleeding ſtopped. I believe 


he might continue in the Water a Quarter of 
an Hour; after which Time he was carried 
to Bed, only cover'd with a Sheet. He ſlept 


well 
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well that Night; the Spots all diſappear d; 
he was very well, only weak, and believe 
he is now living in Briſtol. 


Tuis being of a very high inflammatory 


Nature, 'tis proper to take away large Quan- 
tities of Blood, giving the Purge deſcribed 
in the Gout every other Day, taking after it 
the ſame Night the following Draught. 


* BLACK-Cherry-Water, Mint-Water, of 
* each one Ounce and a half; Plague-Water 
half an Ounce, Diacodium ten Drams, 
made into a Draught. On the Days you 
do not purge, take the following: Con- 
© ſerve of  Wood-Sorrel, of Hips, and Bar- 
« berries, of each one Ounce; Cream of 
*« Tartar, and Tartar vitriolated, of each two 
« Drams; Syrup of Raſpberries, enough to 
* make it into a fine Electuary. "Take the 
* Quantity of a Nutmeg at four or five in 
* the Afternoon, and at Bed- Tune, drinking 
"er it a Tea - ſpoonful of Mynfchts 
Elixir of Vitriol in a large Glaſs of Water, 
« keeping the Patient very cool, and giving 
e large Draughts of cooling and diluting 
6c Liquors.” 
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The FLux SMALL Pox, or 
Variolæ Confluentes. 


H 15 Diſeaſe was, doubtleſs, long be- 
fore the Time of Hippocrates, or the 
Divine old Man, as we call him ; and yet 'tis 
very ſurpriſing he makes no mention of it ; 
nor have we any Greek Word for it. 
Tux are three Species of this Diſeaſe, 
commonly known to Phyſicians, the Con- 
fluent, Anomalous, and Diſtinct. : 
I $HALL venture to ſet down a fourth 
Kind, which I have obſerv'd, as different 
from the three former, as they are from each 
other ; and which may be called the Spotted 
Kind. 
IT SHALL begin with the moſt fatal of the 
three firſt Sorts, the Confluent Small Pox. 
Tunis Diſtemper ſets out in the ſame Man- 


ner as other Fevers do, from the Plague to 


an Ague, Intermiſſions of Heat and Cold, 
Vomitings, great Thirſt, violent Pains in 
the Head, Back, c. But the Phyſician may 
be aſſured where thoſe Lumbago's, or Pains

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in the Back, are complain d of, let the Fever 
be of any Kind whatſoever, it certainly car- 
ries a Sting with it, though no Man can ſay 
what Species of — it will be, before its 
firſt Criſis. 

Soo after the Patient i is ſeiz'd with this 
Sort of the Small Pox, the Face and Hands, 
and all Parts of the Body, ſhall be very much 
inflamed, broad red Spots appearing ; and 
the ſecond or third Day at fartheſt, there 
ſhall begin to appear an entire Bliſter from 
Head to Foot, often attended with ſpitting 
Blood, bloody Urine, and the like. | 
Ox would think, from the new-invented 
Way of curing this Diſtemper by Bliſtering, 
(for which no good Reaſon can be given, 
nor do I remember any Authority for it,) 
that this Diſeaſe muſt certainly bring its Re- 
medy with it; for here is a Bliſter frem 
Head to Foot, and conſequently this Con- 
fluent Kind of Small Pox ought to be lefs 
dangerous than the other two Sorts : But to 


our great Grief, we find this Sort to be more 
difficult to be cured, than either Peſtilential 
Fever or Plague; nor does any acute Diſeaſe 
come up to it for Danger, except the Fourth 

Sort 
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Sort of Small Pox, of which I ſhall ſpeak 


- hereafter 


Ir will be neceſſary to take Notice of the 
critical Days in this fatal Diſeaſe. There is 
little mention made of any critical Day in 
this Town but the Ninth, which is no criti- 
cal Day, nor is it poſſible any juſt Reckon- 
ing can be kept by it. Thus, while People 
are ignorant of the Days of Danger, how can 
Provifion be made againſt them ? 

Tux critical Days we ſhall venture to ſay, 
are the eighth, the eleventh, the fourteenth, 
the ſeventeenth, and the twenty-firſt ; to be 
thus accounted. 

Ir you are ill at ten of the Clock at 


Night, that muſt be call'd the firſt Day, as 


really it is, incluſive. 

AND 'tis thus we reckon Tertian and 
Quartan Agues. 

TAE Reaſon why the Ninth Day comes 
to be accounted critical, is from People's 
reckoning from the Day of Eruption. 

Now in Confluent Small Poxes, if the 
Patient begins to complain at Two or Three 
in the Morning, there ſhall be broad red 
Spots appear before Twelve at Night. 'Tis 
evident, the critical Days are much protracted

ANOMALOUS SMALL Pox, or 


Variolæ Anomalæ. 


HOUGH my Deſign is to treat of 
© ſeveral acute Diſeaſes, yet there need- 


no farther Deſcription than that where Symp- 

toms appear high, the Fever will be of a 

more dangerous Kind ; and where they are 
"i more 
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more remiſs, the enſuing Diſtemper will be 
of a more favourable Sart. 

Tnr1s Species of Small-Pox is diſtin- 
guiſhed from the other two, by its fluxiag 
in ſome Parts, and being in others very Di- 
ſtinct. 

Tur Phyfician may be very ſerviceable 
to his Patient in this Caſe, if it be rightly 
underſtood ; otherwiſe the Patient often 
ſuffers Death. But it muſt be conſider d, 
Nature is three Days forming variolous 
Mattes : Moſt Phyſicians are too apt to be 
giving heating Medicines to throw it out, 
by which Means the Fever is very much in- 


creaſed, which brings on a great Ataxie, or 


irregulac Motion of the Animal Spirits; fo 
that all Digeſtion of the Morbific Matter 
is obſtructed, contrary to a known Maxim, 
Cota non .cruda ſunt medicanda; ſo that 
nothing but Water-Bladders and Blue Spots 
appear, which renders the Pmient's Circum- 
ſtances very deplorable. 

IT muſt be want of Ohſervation that 
makes Phyſicians fo fearful of Bleeding in 
this Diſtemper after the Eruption. The good 
Dr. Sydenham goes no further than Mittatur 
Janguas 


- 
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fanguis- quovis die ante tertium inclufree, 
which is but the ſecond Day after their Ap- 
pearances, But the moſt excellent Peter 
Bayrus, of Turin, who wrote about Two 
Hundred and Fifty Years ſince, goes fur- 
ther; and I can affirm, by Experience, and 
from the Succeſs I have had, that the Patient 
may be blooded, every, or any Day, to the 
Twenty-firft.. 

Ir is impoſſible it can paſs the Obſerva- 


tion of Phyſicians, and People that uſual- 


ly attend Women in this Species of Small 
Pox, that about the Sixth or Seventh Day 
great Floodings come, eſpecially if it hap- 
pens in the Flower of their Age. Now all 
this is Arterial Blood, which is the Life and 
Spirit of Mankind : And this is never preju- 
dicial, where no Endeavours are uſed to 


ſtop it. Nature will neither be forced, nor 


driven, and is often very hard to be ted; 
but will do Wonders, when properly aſſiſted. 

Now if ſo much Arterial Blood may be 
loſt without Inconvenience, how much more 
may be taken by Phlebotomy from the 


Veins, with the utmoſt Advantage to the 
Patient ?

were in Extremis, I reſolvd to make a Child 
of him, and purge him to eight or ten Mo- © 
tions; by which he was ſo much reliev'd, 
that I went on in that Courſe every Day, 
till the Danger of his Diſtemper was over.

Waltsr I lived with Dr. Sydenham, I 
had myſelf the Small-Pox, and fell ill on

Twenty-two Ounces of Blood : He gave me 
a Vomit; but I find by Experience, Purging 
much better. I went abroad, by his Direc- 
tion, till I was blind, and then took to my 
Bed. I had no Fire allow'd in my Room ; 
my Windows were conſtantly open, my 
Bed-Clothes were order'd to be laid no higher 
than my Waiſt, He made me take twelve 

I 4 Bottles 
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Botiles of Small-Beer, acidalated with Spi- 
rit of Vitriol, every Twenty-four Hours. 


I had of this Anomalous, Kind to a very 


great Degree, yet never loſt my Senſes one 
Tunis Method will ſerve very well in the 
Confluent Sort. This you may follow in 


the Diſtinct Small Pox; but in a more re- 


miſs Degree. 

Miſs CoRBET had as high a Confluent 
Small-Pox as ever I ſaw, making bloody 
Water, and the worſt Symptoms attending 
her. Dr. Mead and another Phyſician left 
her, faying, She could not live fix Hours. 
I was call'd to her; I deſir'd ſhe might in- 
ſtantly be blooded. The Right Honourable 
the Lady Hatham, her Mother, ſent for a 
Surgeon, who refuſcd to do it, telling my 
Lady, that Dr. Mead ſaid, That if ſhe was 
blooded, ſhe would die inſtantly. I told 
the Lady, That Colours were all the ſame 
to the Blind: I had a black Man that 


| blooded very well, and ſent for him, who 


perform'd the Operation: She loſt a vaſt 
Quantity of Blood. Miſs Corbet declared 
afterward?, That upon bleeding ſhe found

HIS is a Diſeaſe chiefly incident to | 
Youth, the Puſtles never riſing above | 
the Superficies of the Skin, unleſs forced by 
too heating Medicines, and too hot a Regi- | 
men. It generally terminates the fourth or | 
fifth Day, carrying with it little or no Dan- | 
ger, if the Phyſician be not over-buſy with | 
his Cordials and forcing Medicines, which 
only increaſe the Fever, and by that Means | 
often endanger the Patient. | 
I Do not remember I ever heard 7 any 
one's dying of this Diſeaſe, till about thirty | 
Years fince ; but of late, by the Help of 
2 SGaſcsin's 
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Gaſeain's Powder, and Beroartic Boluſſes, 
together with Bliſters, and a hot Regimen, 
(which, if experienc'd on a healthy Perſon, 
would endanger his Life) the Blood is fo 
highly inflamed, and the Fever increaſed to 
that degree, that it is become equally mortal 
with the Small-Pox. 

.THERE is nothing farther required in the 
Cure of this Diſeaſe, than to give a little 
Diacodium at Night, allowing a ſufficient 
Quantity of cooling and diluting Liquors. 


SCARLET FEVER, or Febris 
Scarletina. 


HIS is a Fever of a milder Kind 
than the Meaſles, and does not want 
the Aſſiſtance of a Doctor. The Skin ſeems 
to be univerſally inflamed; but the Inflam- 
mation goes off in Forty-eight Hours. 
THeRe is alfo another Sort of Fever with 
Eruptions, too inconſiderable to make another 
Chapter. This Diſtemper, is called by ſome 
the Sterne Poy, by others the Chicken Pax.

light Fevers with Eruptians, than to purge

ERYSIPELAS, or Febris 
Eryſipelatoſa. 


P Fever, when in the Face, is cal- 
led St. Anthony's Fire; when in the 
Body or Limbs, Eryfipelas. 

IT appears with a yery great Inflamma- 
tion where it begins, with vaſt Numbers of 


Water-Bladders, and is very apt to turn to 


a Mortification, as it often does, inſomach 
that the Patient loſes his Life : but by pro- 
per Remedies it is very eaſily cured, and in a 
few Days. | 

Tris Inflammatory Fever is curable by 
high bleeding, and frequent purging. The 
beſt topical Remedy is Venice Treacle, which 
prevents Mortification, and foon deſtroys 
the Puſtles, or Water-Bladders. 


PeRIP- 
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PERIPNEUMONIE, or Perip- 
neumonia. 


HIS comes on as all other Species of 
Fevers do. 

'Tis known by a violent, acute, and poig- 
nant Pain all round the Breaſt and Sides. In 


| ſhort, a general Inflammation of that moſt 


ſenſible Membrane, the Pleura, accompanied 
with a great Difficulty of Breathing, ſhort 
Cough, Languor of Spirits, and kills in a 
very few Hours, without profuſe Bleeding. 
Tr1s Diſtemper is incident to all Ages and 
Sexes, but generally ſeizes adult Perſons. 
Tux principal Thing required in the Cure 
of this Diſeaſe is Bleeding, which mult be 
followed till all the poignant or ſhooting 
Pains are intirely removed. 
* TAKE Oil of Lillies, Oil of Sweet Al- 
* monds, Ointment of Althea, of each 
e equal Quantities ; rub it into the Parts af- 
« fected very well, Morning and Night, 
putting a Sheet of brown Paper over it.” 
* TAKE of Melon, Pompion and Gourd- 


** Seed, of each half an Qunce, white _— 
«© Seeds 
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« Seeds three Drams, ten Jordan Almonds 
« blanch'd ; bruiſe theſe in a marble Mortar,

HIS may be faid to be the half of a 

Peripneumonie, affecting one Side only. 
Some will have it that it falls only on the 
Left Side; but it often comes on the Right 
too. Tis an high inflammatory Fever, ac- 
companied with violent, acute, and pricking 
| Pains, with a ſhort Cough attending it, with 
which, after a little Time, if the Phyſician 
be not ready in bleeding it off, the Patient 
ſpits a bloody and purulent Matter, and is 
in Danger of a Conſumption.

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Tus Cure is the ſame as in the foregoing 
Chapter. I never knew any one die of this 
Diſeaſe, but for want of Bleeding. 

' Inc this and in the Peripneumonie, I have 
found by Experience, that half a Dram of 
Olibanum given in any convenient Vehicle 
once in four or fix Hours, far excells all 
other internal Means whetfocrer. 


Quizsey, or Angina. 


"HIS is one of the moſt violent and 
acute Fevers that can befal us. The 
Learned make not three Species, but rather 
three Degrees of it; uz. Cynanche, Sy- 
nanche, and Paraſynanche. This inflames 
the Tonſils or Glands about the Throat, as 
allo the Muſcles of the Wind-Pipe and Gul- 
let, ſo that ſwallowing any Thing is totally 
obſtructed, This Diſeaſe yicids to nothing 
but high Bleeding. Many have died in 
eight Hours, after the firſt Seizure.

HIS is likewiſe a high inflammatory 
Fever: The Blood does not appear 


more pleurical or fiaey in any Diſtemper 


than in this. 

Tuts for the moſt part cauſes great Pains 
in the Joints ? nor are che Muſcles free. If 
it fixes in any Part three or four Days, it 


often 
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often cauſes ſmall Tumours without Inflam- 
mation, which, as the Pains paſs to other 
Parts, ſoon diſappear, for they are never long 
fixed on any Part ; from whence it takes the 
Name of Arthritis Vaga, vr Wandring Gout. 

In the Day-Time theſe Pains are very tol- 
lerable ; but when the Patient is warm in 
Bed, very acute and torturing. 

BLEEDING in this Caſe is no Remedy: 1 
myſelf having known very many | loſe an 
Hundred Ounces of Blood, and more, with- 

out the leaſt Relief. The Cure is much 
cafier performed without that Operation, as 
has been often experienced by ſeveral emi- 
nent Phyſicians.

HAVE obſerved, That a Conſumption 

was an inflammatory Diſeaſe ranged 
among the Chronics : An Ague is a ner- 
vous Diſtemper, placed among the Acute. 

Tuls Species of Fever does not proceed 
from an inflamed Maſs of Blood, as all other 
Fevers do, but from an Ataxie, or violent 
Motion of the Animal Spirits, which cauſes 
as great a Degree of Heat, as if the Blood 
were in the molt exalted Fermentation: All 
Heat being nothing elſe but the Effect of 
Motion. 

PaysICcians have kann. very much at a 
Loſs to find out the Cauſe and Seat of this 
Diſeaſe, it being, as was obſerved before, a 
nervous Fever. It muſt proceed from the 
Brain; otherwiſe how is it poſſible it ſhould 
keep its ſtated Periods, ſo as to come at the 
ſame Hour every Day, every third and every 
fourth Day, as it certainly does, reckon- 
ing the Day inclufive. Whereas in an in- 
flamed Maſs of Blood, the Fever always 
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continues till the Inflammation is wholly 
taken off, nd Gap the Free clas, with- 


out any return. 

FARTHERMORE we ſay, Ex juvantibus 
& ledentibus ſumitur indjcatio, _— 
tis plain from every one's 
highly prejudicial in this Caſe. The Re- 
medy to which this Diſtemper yields, is the 
Bark; which is the beſt Medicine, in ner- 
vous Caſes, known to Mankind. Vet the 
giving ſuch large Quantities of the groſs 
Part, has often done very great 7 
to the Patient. 

Tux Virtue of this Vegetable conſiſts in 
a reſinous Quality; which, if ſeparated from 
the earthy Part, will prove a Remedy 1 in- 
deed. 

Ir may be wondered with what Difficul- 
ty the Uſe of the Bark was firſt introduced; 
and that it ſhould almoſt be look d upon at 
preſent as a Panacea, is equally ſurpriſing; 
inſomuch, that now there is more Harm done 
by it, than it formerly did Good, the 
Doctor watching diligently for an Intermil- 


| fion: Whereas there's great Difference ba- 


tween Intermiſſion and Remiſſion; for as all

Fevers have their Times of Exacerbation, 
ſo neceſſarily they muſt have Times of Re- 
miſſion, but none of Intermiſſion; becauſe 
then the Wee ee be perfectly well 
and free, ntermitting Fever.

Dr. MorToxN, eſteemed a good Phyſi- 
cian, was a great Admirer of this Medicine, 
inſamuch that he gave it in almoſt all Caſes. 
I never obſerved it do any Good, but in 
nervous Complaints. Phyſicians and Apo- 
thecazics are little acquainted with the Na- 
ture of it, In Peru they call it Caſcarilla. 
It may be doubted if one hundred Weight 
of it be uſed in a whole Year throughout 
that Kingdom, which is more than twenty 
times as large as Great Britaen.

Tuts naturally leads me to take Notice 
of the Fluids of Human Bodies; and I ſhall 
leave it to the Opinion of the Reader, 
in which of them a Fever begins or con- 
tinues, 

Now the Fluids conſiſt of animal, mine- 
ral, and vegetable Beings, Alkali's and 
Acids, which may be thus accounted, Spi- 
rit, Sulphur, Salt, Earth and Water: There 
is no Deſcription to be given of the firſt of 
theſe, unleſs a negative one; the two ſecond 
are Minerals; the other two the joint- cauſe 
of Vegetation.

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Lr the Reader conſider, if a due Mix- 
ture of the four laſt are capable of beget- 
ting ſuch a Heat in human Bodies, as to 


cauſe a Fever without the Intervention of

LMO ST all Diſtempers proceed 
from a Vice in this Bowel; and it as 
rarely fails to have its Share in moſt Diſor- 
ders liable to human Bodies ; as great Sick- 
neſs, Pains, Convulſions, which are the uſual 
Complaints the Patient makes when this Part 
is affected. This ſeems principally to be 
cauſed from Indigeſtion ; ſo that the crude 
Chyle mixing with the other Fluids, ſoon 
brings on Putrefaction; for if the firſt Di- 
geſtion be not good, the ſecond never cor- 
rects the Vice of the firſt ; as we ſay, Pri- 
me concottionis vitium non corrigit ſecunda, 
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and ſo on; ſo that any Diſtemper we are 
liable to, may, and, for the moſt part, * 


proceed from Indigeſtion. 
VomiTINnG, in the forementioned Diſor- 


ders, if exploded, would prove beneſicial to 


the Patient, it being contraty to the Rules 
of Nature; which has provided, that what 
15 received at the Mouth, ſhould paſs to the 
common Draught : So that Purging ſeems 
more reaſonable ; becauſe by that the In- 
teſtines, as well as the Stomach, are freed 
from their Filth and Impurities ; which Vo- 
mits do not fo effectually carry off. 

THERE is farther this Diſadvantage, That 
the Fibres of the Stomach are drawn from 
their true Periſtaltick, to a contrary Motion, 
which is too great a Strain for thoſe fine Veſ- 
fels, by which means they become lax, and 
are much weakened, fo that the Tone of 
the Stomach, by too frequent Repetition of 
this Practice, is wholly loſt,

2 HES E ſhall be placed in one Chapter, 
by reaſon of the nearneſs of their Re- 
lation to each other. 

Tux Duodenum is a Gut, fo call'd from 
its Menſuration, being almoſt twelve Inches 
in Length. 

Tur ſejunum is fo term'd, becauſe it is 
rare to find any Excrement in it. 
AuTHoORs have ſeldom taken Notice of 
any Diſtemper incident to theſe two Bowels. 

Tur third is the Ileon, à circumferendb. 
In this Inteſtine is ſeated the moſt painful 
and dangerous Diſeaſe, call'd the Iliac Paſ- 
ſion; and by ſome, the Miſerere mei, from 
the acute Pains it gives the Patient, Ex- 
pertus loquor. 

Ir begins with Vomitings, with a great 
Pain about the Navel; which increaſing, at 
laſt the Patient vomits up his Excrements, 
or any Clyſter given; and then it is incu- 
table. 

Tris 
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Tuis does not proceed, as ſome People 
will have it, from a Twiſt in the Inteſtine, 
by reaſon of the Meſentery adhering to it; 
but it is cauſed from an Inverſion of the Pe- 
riſtaltic or Vermicular Motion, which na- 
turally moves downwards. Now, this be- 
ing turned upwards, the Excrement being 
carried before it, preſſes on the Valves of 
the Inteſtines, which, together with its 
being contracted within itſelf, gives that 
miſerable and intolerable Pain. 

Tur next of the Inteſtines is called the 
Cœcum, or Blmd Gut. This hangs more 
like a Soldier's Knapſack, from the other 
Inteſtines ; the Excrement paſſes in and out 
the ſame Way: I don't know that it is liable 
to any Diſtemper, 

AFTFR this, comes the Colon, ab impe- 
diendo ; becauſe it hinders the Excrement 
from paſſing too quick : Without this Re- 
tention of the Excrement, we ſhould be al- 
ways ſubject to Diarrhœa's or Looſeneſſes. 

Tur Diſeaſe incident to this Inteſtine, is 
called Cholera Morbus, the Cholick. 
Or this there are two Kinds; either Bile- 


ous or Hyſterical ; or when in Men, Hypo- 
chondriacal. 
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chondraical. As their Cauſes are widely 
different, ſo are the Methods of Cure. 

Tun Rectum, or Streight Gut, in great 
Weakneſſes, is apt to fall down, which we 
call Procidentia Ani, and is known to every 
one that has it ; and therefore needs no De- 
ſcription. | 

The Sphincter-Muſcle is very ſubject to 
the Hemorrhoides, or Piles, both within and 
without, which many times cauſe Fiſtulas 
in the Part.

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Tur Caſe of Miſs Corbet was ſo very re- 
markable, that it made a very great Noiſe 
all over the Town, inſomuch that the Gen-

TLouiſa Barkeley, being left off by other 


Phyſicians; and the Right Honourable the 
Lady Rachael Mannors, being likewiſe left 
her Phyſicians; it was agreed on all 
nds, that I kept them alive ſeveral Days 
longer than was expected 'by any Perfon 
about them.

I NEveER affronted any Apothecary, unlefs 
ordering too little Phyfic.; and curing a 
Patient too ſoon, is, in their Way of Think- 


ing, an unpardonable Crime. I muſt 


confeſs, I never could bring an Apothecary's 
Bill 


Bill to three Pounds, in a Fever; whereas 

I have known ſome of their Bills, in this 

Diſeaſe, amount to forty, fifty,. and fixty 

Pounds. If they can't cure with leſs Char- | 

ges, I can't forbear ſaying, That I have the | 

ſame Opinion of their Integrity, as I have 

of their Underſtanding. 
SINCE theſe Gentlemen have been pleas d 

to take ſuch Libertics with my Character, I 

think I have an equal Right, or that, at leaſt, 

it will be pardonable in me, if I endeavour 

to lay open their Iniquities to the World ; 


So Modern ' Pothecaries ICP Art, 

From Doctors Bills, to play the Doctor's Part ; 
Bold in the Practice of miſtaken Rules, 
Preſcribe, apply, and call their Maſters Fools.

Wren [I have attended ſome of my Pa- 
tients, they have very often given it as a 
Reaſon for not ſeeing me, That I do- not 
preſcribe every Time that L viſit them; and 
have likewiſe told me, That they learned 
this Doctrine from the Apothecary, That 
tis your Writing-Phyſictan only, who has 
4 Title to @a Fee, I muſt own, at firſt 

| Sight, 
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Sight, this carries a very good Pace with it, 
and muſt naturally create in Patients a great 
Opinion of the Apothecary, who ſeems, in 
this Reſpect, to act merely out of Regard 
to their Welfare, and not from any View to 
the Doctor's Intereſt, or his own. But to 
me it appears very plainly a Deceit, how- 
ever plauſible to others; and, to make it 
clear to you, only confider, that if the Phy- 
fician writes, it muſt be ten or twelve Shil- 
Ungs at leaſt in the Apothecary's Way; and, 
for my Part, 1 don't look upon this to be 
at all better than picking one Man's Pocket 
to put Money into another's. 

Now I appeal to each unprejudic'd 
Reader, Whether, if a Phyſician muſt be 
compelt'd to vary his Preſcriptions, when 
there is no Occaſion for it, he is conſe- 
quently left under the greateſt Uncertainty, 
and uncapable of judging what may, or may 
not be, of Benefit to his Paticnt? So that 
if fuch a Practice does not prove fatal to the 


Patient, he runs at leaſt a very great Hazard 
of his Life.

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IAN very ſenſible, my Method in curing 
Fevers is much exploded, becauſe I act quite 
contrary to the common Practice. I 
pen d to live in Glouceſterſhire, in the Years 
1728 and 1729; when a fatal Epidemi- 
cal Fever raged to ſuch a Degree to ſweep 
off whole Families, nay, almoſt whole Villa- 
ges. I was called to ſeveral Houſes, where 
eight or nine Perſons were down at a Time, 
and yet did not ſo much as loſe one Patient 
where I was concern'd. I defy the Malice 
of my moſt implacable Enemies to make it + 
appear, that, in my Ten Years laſt Practice, 
J have loſt Twelve Patients, in all kinds of 
Fevers put together. 
Tux Caſe of Jobn-Dinely Goodeere, Eſq; 


of Charlton in Worceſterſhire, near Eveſham, 


was very remarkable : Some Years ago, when 
he was in London, he was ſeized with a vio- 
lent Fever: He was unwilling that Sir Ea- 
ward Googtere, his Father, who was in Town 
at the ſame Time, ſhould know any Thing 
of it; ſo that he was, as it were, in Extre- 
mis before his Father was acquainted with it. 


He order'd me immediately to be called to 
his Son, whoſe Eyes were ſet in his Head, 
bis Jaws fallen, his Tongue directly black 

and 
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and hard, his Face as black as an Iudian, with 
round Drops upon it as big as Peaſe or Pulſe. 
The Apothecary being preſent, I aſked him 
if he blooded ? He told me, Yes; and accord - 
ingly got every thing in order for it. I bid 


him take care to make a large Qrifice, which 


be did. He aſked me how much Blood he 
maſt take away? I anfwer'd, I could nat tall. 
He ſaid he had taken off twelve Qunces, I 
faid, Let the Patient bleed on, The Apo- 
thecary now told me, he had drawn twenty 
Ounces. Then I diſcern d ſomething of a 


Pulſe coming on in my Patient. In the 


Coneluſion, he bled to forty- eight or fifty 


Ounces. The Sweat went off, and his Face 
came to its Caloue, Whilſt he was bleed- 
ing, I got a Cool Tankard of Rheniſh Wine, 
Water apd Lemon, which held near three 
Quarts ; J raiſed him upon his Pillow, and 
gave him about a Pint-glaſs full; and im- 
mediately after he began to move his Eyes, 
and cloſe his Jaws. In a very ſhort Time 


after, I gave him a couple of Glaſſes more. 


He then fixed his Eyes hard upon me, put 
his Hand out to me, and faid, I it you, my

more honeſt Part of Mankind, by the natu- 


ral Turn of Thought and Temper, as natu- 


rally engages in Detence of both ; and there 
being very few noble Remedies found either 
by Art or Chance, and brought in by Prac- 
tice by the ſkilful right-judging Part of the 
Faculty, but have been as generouſly ſup- 
ported by Reaſon and Argument, at the very 
Inſtant that the Torrent of popular Cla- 
mour was at the Height againſt them. The

Let them publiſh ſomething of 
this Sort, agreeable to the Reaſon of Man- 
kind. Many honeſt Gentlemen take us for 
Guardians of their Health and Lives: But 
obſerve how miſerably they are diſappointed, 
when tis left to the Apothecaries to recom- 
mend the Phyficians, who will always en- 
deavour to ſecrete him who orders the leaſt 
Phyſic. 

I was lately called to an only Son of a 
Nobleman of the firſt Quality, fix Months 
old : He had four Phyſicians, the famous 
Shrop/otre Gentleman, quondam Mayor of 
* Shreww/bury at the Head of them. He 
had been twice vomited ; twice blooded ; an 
Iſſue cut in his Neck; his Head, his Back, 
his Arms, his Thighs, his Legs, the Soles of 
his Fect, all bliſtered in four Days time; 
when it pleaſed Gud by Death to take him 
out of the Hands of his Tormentors. 

AFTER all that has been faid concerning 
this moſt noble and excellent Remedy, yet

credit; And though it does many, yet it 
will not do all Things. Would it not be

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ſleep, and that if they waked her, it was as 
much as her Life was worth ; upon which

Stairs in three Days time very well, and no 
Perſon breathing had the leaſt Suſpicion of 
what had happen'd : Now, if an Infant un- 
der ſo great Diladvantages, makes its way 
into the World, ſurely it muſt be deſtructive 
at all times to precipitate or haſten the 


Birth. The Lady never after married, but 


died with the Character of a very virtuous 
and good Creature. The Reaſon why the 
Child was not ſuffocated lying fo long under 
her Body, was becauſe it had never drawn 
Breath. 


Having 
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HavinG thus far proceeded, I come now 
to give ſome Inſtructions after the Birth: 
Firſt of all, that the Mother gives Milk to 
the Fruit of her own Body, being the moſt 
Natural: if her Conſtitution will not bear 
„ the Excuſe is very warrantable, and 
none elſe but our dclicate fine Ladies muſt 
not by nurſing ſpoil their Breaſts ; but how 
often does a Judgment follow them by Milk- 
Sores in their Breaſts, and by that fulſome 
Way of plaiſtering and repelling the Milk, 
bring on the Milky Fever, which carries 


off many of them. The Remedy I would 


preſcribe to help fuch miſerable. Creatures, 
is to wet a large Quantity of Cotton in 
ſtrong Spirits, and wear it under their Arm- 
pits tor a Fortnight or three Weeks, which 


will draw of the Serum of the Blood, by 


thoſe large Emunctories before it enters 
the Breaſt to be form'd into Milk. | 

I Avis, whenever you take a Nurſe, 
take one thy is temperate in her way of 
living ; take care her Milk be not too old, 
becauſe it often times proves too ſtrong for 


2 new-born Infant, the Conſequence of 


which has many times proved fatal.

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I rERMIT Ladies to ride in their Coaches 
till the Seventh Month, becauſe at that 
Time the Fœtus turns itſelf in the Womb, 
with its Head downward, in order to come 
for the Birth; and often times you ſee by 
Experience, that the Fœmtus at that Time 
has made its Way into the World : Now 
jolting in Coaches when the Embrio is fo 
placed, often ſtrikes the Head into the right 
or left Groin; if in the right Groin, the 
left Arm preſents fiiſt ; if in the left Groin, 
the right Arm preſents firſt ; reducing the 
Arm by ſtrong Compreſſion and lifting up 
of the Head, you will bring it open to the 
Birth, and then with a little Patience it will 
make its way into the World. 

In caſe Throws are wanting, take Troches 
of Myrrh, one Dram; Caſtor, half a Dram; 
Oil of Cinnamon three Drops, divided into 
three equal Parts: Give one in a little Black- 
cherry-Water every half Hour, will ſoon 
bring on the Throws, and haſten the 
Birth. 

Ir the After-pains are violent, give half

Concerning Moral Converſation 
and Penal Statutes. 


F any Diſpute or Controverſy fhall ariſe 
from want of due Obſervance of that 
Order, Gravity and Decorum which we 
have preſc:ibed to be obferved in our Meet- 


ings, the Party thus offending, ſhall be 


puniſhed at the Will of the Preſident or 
Vice-Preſident, together with the Cenſors. 
Bur if the Preſident ſhall happen to of- 
fend againſt the Statutes, he ſhall be ad- 
moniſh'd indeed by thoſe of our Council, in 
the Preſence of the Fellows at public Meet- 


ings; however he may not be punith'd, 


unleſs 
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unleſs for ſome weighty Crimes (ſuch as 
Embezzlement of public Monies, or waſt- 
ing the College- Goods, and the like) and ſuch 
Caſes to be adjudged by the Majority of 
Fellows then preſent, among whom are re- 
quired four of their Electors to give their 
Voices with the reſt, on this Occaſion ; fo 
great is the Deference we think proper to 
be paid to the Honour and Authority of 
the Preſident. 

No one may reveal or make Public, 
any Thing of Moment that is ſaid in the 
College, under Penalty of ten Shillings. 

No Member ſhall accuſe another of Ig- 
norance, or wrong Practice, or of any 
Villany or ignominious Crime whatſoever, 
no, not ſo much as to paſs any public 
Reflection upon him. If any one ſhall ap- 
pear to the Prefident and Cenſors to have 
thus offended, he ſhall for the firſt Time, 


pay to the Service of the College four 


Pounds, for the ſecond Time double ; but 
if any one ſhall offend in like manner a 
third Time, he ſhall be expelld the College, 
neither ſhall he be capable of being reſtored, 
before he ſhall have paid to the College 


tea Pounds. 
Q 4 A PuY- 
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| A Puys1CIAN, who is called to a Patient 
as a Second, ſhall by no Means cauſe the 
former to be rejected, neither ſhall he 


make any Innovations in the Practice, 


(extreme Cafes excepted) before he ſhall 
have conſulted with him; and to prevent 
all occafions of Frauds of this kind, whoſo- 


ever is ſent for to a ſick Perlon, ſhall firſt 


enquire of the Patient, or By-ſftanders, 
whether any Phyſician has already preſcri- 
bed, under Penalty of twenty Shillings. 
AFTERWARDS however, as the Patient di- 
rects, he may either alone, or jointly with 


the former, or any other, proceed in the 


Affair. 

NoTwiTHETANDING he ſhall do his beſt 
to have the former retain'd with him; but 
it this cannot be effected with Conſent of the 
Patient or his Friends, nuthing however 
leſſening ſhall he fay of bim, neither by 
Looks, Geſture, by a forbidding Silence, or 
any other Method ſhall he traduce that 
Other's Actions to the Patient or By- 
ſtanders; but on the other hand he ſhall 
commend him, and that not with falſe 
Praiſe, giving him the Name of an honeft 
good fort of a Man, but (what is much more 

tg 
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to the Purpoſe) ſhall call him a ſkilful and 
intelligent Phyſician ; in ſhort, he ſhall hold 
the Character of another in the ſame Eſtima- 
tion he would have his own held, in the like 


Circumſtances; and this for the Honour 
and Dignity of his Profeſſion, 


Farms of Conſultation. 


Ir for Safety-ſake, a number of Phyſi- 
cians ſhall meet to debate on the Condition 
of a diſeaſed Perſon, let them conſult to- 
gether with the greateſt Decorum, and not 
without firſt excluding all By ftanders : 
Moreover, let the Affair be dilcnfs'd in 
Latin, under the Penalty of Five Shillings 
for the Service of the College. In the firſt 
place, Enquiry to be made into the Nature, 
Cauſe and Symptoms of the Diſeaſe ; then 
Remedies to be propoſed, moſt conducive to 
the abating the Symptoms and conquering 
the Malady. 

LET the younger Phyfician begin, the 
Elder conclude the Conſultation ; but if 
an Elder ſhall happen to have been firſt 
called in, he ſhall open the whole Affair to 
the reſt, by telling them what he hath done, 

and

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atid with what Succeſs; then to proceed in 
order, as above directed, 

In caſe the fame Phyſicians meet more 
than onee on the fame Patient, no one of 
them ſhall preſcribe, nor ſo much as hint to 
the Patient or By-ſtanders, what is to be 
done, before ſomething or other has been 
concluded on by their joint Counſels in pri- 
vate, to the Intent that no one may appear 
ambitious of foreſtalling the Practice, or de- 
priving the reft of the liberty of giving their 
Opinions; this however with a Proviſo, 
that he ſhall not be compell'd to write alone 
by the Urgency of the Caſe, which is to be 
conſider d by the Prefident and Cenſors. 

In caſe the Phyſicians met, are divided it! 
their Opinions, ſo far as not to be able to 
concur in the fame Practice, they ſhall car- 
ry it with the utmoſt Prudence and Mode- 
ration, in ſuch manner as that their Diſ- 
agreement may not prejudice their Art, or, 
if poſſible, may not be viſible to the World. 

Is only two Phyficians meet, the Younger 
ſhall come over to the Elder's Opinion, ot 
a third to be called in, to whom the Matter 
may be referr'd. 


IF 
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Ir more than two meet, a Majority of 


Voices ſhall prevail ; if on Diviſion, Voices 
are found equal, it ſhall be determined on 
the Side of the Majority of Seniors. By 
thus acting, Proviſion will be made for the 
Honour and Dignity of the Art, which 
otherwiſe might be brought into Contempt. 
Offenders againft this Rule, to be- fined 
Forty Shillings. 

To prevent all Diſputes which may ariſe 
among Phyſicians about officious Vifitings, 
Preventions and Infinuations, it is decreed 
and ordain d. That as often as to the Phyſi- 
cian attending, others of the Faculty are cal- 
led in for Conſultation, and they Thall have 
agreed in manner above preſcribed concern- 


ing the Diſeaſe, and the Remedies to be 


uſed for it; the Senior Phyſician, 

any other, ſhalt report to the Patient or 
his Friends, the Reſult of their Conſulta- 
tion ; the Execution of which to be left to 
the ordinary Phyfician : Neither ſhall they 
make a ſecond Vifit, unlefs at the Requeſt 


of the ordinary Wr or that of the 
Patient himſelf. 
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LzT no Phyſician, whether Fellow, Can- 
didate or Licentiate, confer with an Em- 
peric, or one rejected by the College, 
or forbid Practice, or with any other Per- 
ſon unduly exerciſing the Art of Medicine, 
excepting only when required by the Ne- 
ceſſity of the Caſe, and this to be approved 
by the Prefident and Cenfors, or by 
Majority of the ſame. 

Lr every Phyſician be content with a 
Gain proportionate to the Condition of the 
Patient, and his own Labour. 

A PaYsICclan may not make a Bargain 
with a Patient, or with any in his Name, 
concerning the Price of reſtoring him to 
Health ; but it he ſhall happen to undertake 
the Cure of certain Perſons, whom he ſuſ- 
pects of not ſatisfying him without entering 
into ſuch Bargain, or ſhall fall into the 
Hands of thoſe, who from want of juſt 
Regard to the Faculty, are wont to deal 
with Phyficians too ſparingly, and beneath 
their liberal Education, in ſuch Caſes it ſhall 
be lawful to make Agreement, reſerving 
however to Mr. Preſident and Cenſors, or 
in their Abſence, to four of the Electors, 

a Pow- 
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a Power of correcting or altering, as they 
ſhall judge proper, any Compact of an un- 
reaſonable Nature. 

A Pays1CIAN may not inſtruct the Peo- 
ple in Medicines, or diſcover to them even 
the Names of any Medicines, eſpecially of 
thoſe of the more violent Kind, ſuch as 
Purgings, Opiates, Narcotics, Abortifs, 
Emetics, or any other Medicines of Mo- 
ment and Danger ; leſt thro' an Abuſe of 
ſuch, the People receive Injury; every 
{ſuch Offender to pay Forty Shillings for 
cach Otfence. 

A PuvsiciAx, who makes 3 


with the Seller of Medicines, for any Part 


of the Profit of thoſe preſcribed, ſhall be 
fined Forty Shillings for each Offence. 

No Fellow, Candidate, or Licentiate 
ſhall make uſe of ſuch Apothecaties, who 
themſelves exerciſe the Art of Medicine, 
or are wont to ſupply Phyficians not duly 
examined and approved accurding to the 
Laws of this Kingdom: Whoever ſo of- 
tends, to pay to the College ten Shillings, 
provided he ſhall have been once admo- 
niſh'd of it, by the Preſident or Vice- 
Preſident, and the Cenſors. 


Tux 
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The Mulcts payable by our Statutes for 
the ſeveral Offences, no one may refuſe to 
pay, under Pain of Violation of that Truſt 
due from him to the Society. 

WHEREAS it has been uſual for Apothe- 
caries and Surgeons to bring to Phyſicians 
a Specimen of Urine from diſeaſed Perſons, 
and from ſuch Inſpection of Urine, to re- 
queſt a Preſcription for their Patient ; and 
then under this Pretence of having advis'd 
with a Phyſician, to work the remaining 
Part of the Cure to themſelves, and for 
their own Profit, leaving to the Phyſicians 
nothing but the bare jejune Fee for fuch 
Inſpection of Urine ; therefore we decree 


and ordain, That no Phyſician, whether 


Fellow, Candidate or Licentiate, do impart 
to any ſuch Old-Women Enquirers, any 
kind of Advice, upon a mere Inſpection of 
Urine, unleſs he ſhall be called to the Pa- 
tient, and there, as Occaſion may require, 
preſcribe proper Medicaments to be prepa- 
red by forme honeſt A A 
MorEoveR we will and ordain, That 
every Phyſician ſubſcribe to his Schedule, 
or Recipee, (as 'tis called) the Day of the 
Month, 
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Month, the Name of the Patient, and that 
of himſelf. Indeed it is a ridiculous Piece 
of Folly to pretend, from the mere Inſpec- 
tion of Urine, to conclude any Thing of 
the Nature of the Diſeaſe, or of the State 
and Condition of the Patient, or rather like 
Omen-Hunters and Conjurers, to divine 
any Thing ſure about them : Let this there- 
fore be a Caution to Phyſicians, to act more 
ſcrupulouſly in ſuch Matters for the future, 
than has formerly been the Practice with 
ſome Perſons. And for this Reaſon, we 
forbid all Phyſicians from preſcribing to 
ſuch Dotards and old Nurſes, as carry about 
the Signs of their Diſeaſed, unleſs they ſhall 
have well known the Patient before, or have 
thoroughly inform'd themſelves of his Caſe, 
from thoſe that aſk the Advice ; for by theſe 
Means we ſhall beſt conſult for the Dignicy 
of Medicine, and be moſt likely to invent 
Remedies for thoſe in Danger. | 

In fine, we decree and ordain, That who- 
ever ſhall be admitted into the Society of 
the College, do promiſe by ſubſcribing their 
Names, carefully to obſerve all the fore- 
mentioned Statutes, or willingly to pay the 
Mulcts impos'd on Non-Obſervers.

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Ir agreenbly to theſe Rules, the College 
be govern'd by the prudent Direction of the 
Prefident, Electors or Cenſors, and by the 
Excluſion of the Illiterate, and baniſhing all 
odious Impoſtors, the Science be kept up 
in its juſt Beauty and Splendor ; ſure it is, 
that this our Society may remain to Ages 
in the moſt flouriſhing Condition, and may 
redound (as far as our Offices can avail) to 
the univerſal Good of Mankind. 

WHEREFORE by that Pledge of Faith given 
to the College, we exhort and conjure all 
Fellows. of the fame, that they look wide 
round 'em with a careful Eye, and admit no 
one into the ſaĩd College out of reſpect of 
Perſon only, but act in every Circumſtance 
for the Praiſe, Honour and Welfare of the 
Society; becauſe ſure it is, that this our 
College can ſtand on no Foundation fo 
fecurely and laſtingly, as upon the joint 
Baſis of good Laws, good Morals of the 
Governors, 'and the ſingular Virtue and 
Erudition of all its Members. 
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offend the Gentlemen of the Faculty, by 
this Digreſſion, and would have very gladly 
avoided it, if by that Means my Deſign 
would not have fallen to the Ground, which 
is more to do Juſtice to Mankind, than to 
irritate and provoke a Set of Gentlemen, 
who like Moles work under Ground, left 
their Practices ſhould be diſcover d to the 
Populace; by which Means, in all Proba- 
bility, they would be put to Confuſion of Face.
